PROPHETIC STILE. 



X HE writings of the Prophets, the moft fub- 
lime and beautiful in the world, from their not 
being more generally underftood, lofe much of 
that ufefulnefs and effeft which they are fo well 
calculated to produce on the fouls of men. Many 
prophecies are fomewhat dark, till events explain 
them. They are, befides, delivered in fuch lofty 
and figurative terms, and with fuch frequent al- 
lufions to the cufloms and manners of times and 
places the mofl remote, that ordinary readers 
cannot, without fome help, be fuppofed capable 
of underftanding them. What is not underftood 
is feldom read : or, if at any time it be, it is only 
as a talk, begun without inclination, gone through 
without pleafure, and ended v^ithout profit. It 
muft therefore be of ufcto make the language of 
prophecy as intelligible as may be, by explaining 
thofe images and figures of fpeech in which it 
moft frequently abounds : and this generally may

be done, even when the prophecies themfelved 
aro obfcurc. 

Some prophecies feem as if it were not intended 
that they (hould be-clcarly underftood before they 
are fulfilled. As they relate to different periods, 
they may have been intended for exciting the 
attention of mankind, from time to time, both to 
Providence and to Scripture, and to furnifh every 
age with new evidence of the truth of Divine 
revelation ; by which means they fcrve the fame 
purpofe to the laft ages of the world that miracles 
did to the firft. Whereas, if they had been in 
every refpeO: clear and obvious from the begin- 
ning, this wile purppfc ha4 been in a great mea- 
fure defeated. Curiofity, induftry, and attention, 
would at once be at an end ; or, by being too 
eafily gratified, would be little exercifed. 

Befides, a great degree of obfcurity is neceflary 
to fome prophecies before they can be fulfilled ; 
and if not fulfilled, the conlequence would not 
be fo beneficial to mankind. Thus, many of the 
ancient prophecies concerning the deflruftion of 
Jerufalem, had a manifefl relation to the remoter 
deflru6lion by the Romans, as well as to the 
nearer one by the Chaldeans. Had the Jews 
perceived this, which was not indeed clear 
enough till the event explained it, they would 
probably have wifhed to have remained for ever 
in their captivity at Babylon, rather than expofe 
themfelves or their offspring, a fccond time, to a 

deflruftion 
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dcftruftion fo dreadful as that which they had 
already experienced. In like manner, the pro- 
phecies relating to the Meffiah had a view both 
to his firft and to his fecond coming; they fpoke 
of him as fufFering, and yet conquering and reign- 
ing. The Jews, led by their fituation firfl to 
wifh, and then to expeffc a conquering Mediah^ 
did not clearly fee the order of the prophecy, and 
that it behoved Chrifl firfl to fuffer, and then to 
enter into his glory ; and therefore, ignorantly 
and in unbelief, they were inflrumental in ful- 
filling the prophecy, by (bedding that blood 
which was to atone for the fins of mankind: but 
this they could never have been fo impious as to 
have attempted, had they fully known that they 
were crucifying the Lord of glory. 

With rcfpeft to our times, by far the greateffc - 
number of prophecies relate to events which are 
now pafl ; and, therefore, a fufficient acquaintance 
with hi (lory, and with the language and flilc of 
prophecy, is all that is requifite in order to un- 
derfland them. Some prophecies, however, re- 
late to events flill future : and thefe too may be 
underflood in general, although fome particular 
circumflances conne6led with them may remain 
obfcure till they are fulfilled. If prophecies were 
not capable of being underflood in general, we 
fliould not find the Jews fo often blamed, in this 
rcfpeQ:, for their ignorance and want of difcern- 
ment. That they did aftually undcrftand many 
A 2 of 
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of them, when they chofe to fearch the Scrip- 
tures, we know. Daniel underftood from the 
prophecies of Jeremiah the time at which the 
captivity in Babylon was to be at an end ; and 
the fcribes knew from Micah, and told Herod, 
where the Mefliah was to be born. A very little 
attention might have enabled them in the fame 
manner to underftand others, as they probably 
did: fuch as the feventy weeks of Daniel ; the 
deftruftion of the Babylonian empire, and of the 
other three that were to fucceed ; and alfo the 
ruin of the people and places around them, Moab, 
Ammon, Tyre, Sidon, Philiflia, Egypt, and Idu- 
mea., Perhaps, indeed, a few enigmatical cir- 
cumftances might have been annexed, which 
could not be undcrflood till they were accom- 
plifhed; but the general tenor of the prophecies 
they could be at no lofs to underftand. With 
regard to prophecies ftill future, we are in a 
fimilar fituation. Wc know in general, that 
the Jews will be gathered from their dif- 
perfions, reftored to their own land, and con- 
verted to Chriftianity; that the fulnefs of the 
Gentiles will likcwife come in, that Antichrijl:, 
Gog and Magog, and all the enemies of the 
church will be deftroyed ; after which the gofpel 
will remarkably flourifli, and be more than ever 
glorified. But feveral circumftances connefted 
with thofe general events muft probably remain 

in 
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in the dark, till their accomplifhment will clearly 
explain them. 

But this degree of obfciirity which fometimes 
attends prophecy, does not always proceed from 
the circumflances or fubjefl ; it frequently pro- 
ceeds from the highly poetical and figurative flile 
in which prophecy is for the mod pait conveyed, 
and of which it will be proper to give fome ac- 
count. To fpeak of all the rhetorical figures 
with which the Prophets adorn their flile, would 
lead us into a field too wide, and would be more 
the province of th'i rhetorician than of the com- 
mentator. It will be fufEcient for our purpofe 
at prefent, to attend to the mod common of them, 
confifting of Allegory, Parable, and Metaphor; 
and then to confidcr the fources from which the 
Prophets moft frequently borrow their images in 
thofe figures, and the fenfe which they wifh to 
convey by them.* 

By allegory y the firft of the figures mentioned, 
is meant that mode of fpcech in which the writer 
or fpeaker means to convey a different idea from 
what the words in their obvious and primary 
fignification bear. Thus, " Break up your fallow- 
ground, and fow not among thorns," (Jer. iv. 3.) 
is to be underftood not of tillage, but of repent- 
ance. And thefe words, "Thy rowers have 
brought thee into great waters: the eaft wind 
A 3 hath

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hath broken thee in the ipi^ft pf the Teas/' (Ezek# 
xxvii. 6.) allude not to the fate of a fiiip, but 
of a city. 

To this figure, the parMfij in which the Prp- 
phets frequently fpeak, is nearly allied. It con- 
£fts in the application of foxne feigned narrative 
to fome real truth, which might have been lefs 
flriking, or more difagreeable, if exprelTed ixt 
plain terms. Such 13 the following one of 
Xfaiah, (v. 1, 2.) *«My well-beloved hath a vine- 
yard in a very fruitful hill. And he fenced it;, 
and gathered put the flon^es theieof, and plante4 
it with the choicefl vine, and built a tower ii^ 
the midfl; pf it, and alfo made a wine-pref$ 
therein : and he looked that it (hould bring forth 
grapes, and it brougb.t forth wild grapes.*' The 
feventh verfe tells us that this vineyard was the 
houfe of Ifrael, which had fo ill requited the 
favour which God had (hewn it. 

There is, bcfides, another Hind of allegory uot 
uncommon with the Prophets, called myjlical al^ 
Ugory^ or double prophecy. Thus, it is faid of 
Eliakim, (Ifa. xxii. 22.) "And the key of the 
houfe of David will I lay upon his fhoulder ; 
and he (hall open, and none (hall {hut ; and he 
Ihall {hut, and none {h?ill open." In the firfb 
and obvioi^s fenfe, the words relate to Eliakim, 
but in the fe^ondary pr myflical fenfe, to the, 
Mefliah. Inftances of the fame kind arc fre- 
quent in thofe prophedes that relate to Davi^, 

^cr^babel, 
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Zetubabel, Cyrus, and other types of Chrlft. In 
the firft fcnfe, the words relate to the type; in the 
fecond, to the antitype. The ufe of this allegory, 
however, is not fo free or fo frequent as that of 
the former. It is generally confined to things 
moft nearly conne6:ed with the JewiCh religion ; 
with Ifrael, Sion, Jerufalem, and its kings and 
rulers : or fuch as were mofl oppofite to thefe ; 
Affyria, Babylon, Egypt, Idumea, and the like. 
In the former kind of allegory the primitive 
meaning is dropped, and the figurative only is 
retained : in this, both the one and the other 
are referved; and this it is that conftitutes the 
di£Ference. 

But of all the figures ufed by the Prophets, the 
mofl frequent is the metaphor, by which word« 
are transferred from their primitive and plain, 
to a fecondary and figurative meaning. This 
figure, common in all poetry, and in all languages, 
isof indifpenfible neceflity in Scripture; which, 
having occafion to fpcak of divine and fpiritual 
matters, could do it only by terms borrowed 
from fcnfible and material objeds. Hence it is 
that the fentimenls, ad^ions, and corporeal parts, 
not only of man, but alfo of inferior creatures, 
«r« afcribcd to God himfelf ; it being olherwife 
impoITible for us to form any conceptions of his 
pure edence and incommunicable attributes. But 
though the Prophets, partly from neceflity, and 
partly from choice, are thus pxofuic in the ufe of 
A 4 meUphors, 
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metaphors, they do not appear, like other writers^, 
to have the liberty of ufmg them as every one's 
fancy direfted. The fame fct of images, however 
diverfified in the manner of applying them, is 
always ufed both in allegory and metaphor, to 
denote the fame fubjefts, to which they are in a 
manner appropriated. This peculiar chara6ler- 
iftic of the Hebrew poetry might perhaps be 
owing to fome rules taught in the prophetic 
fchools, which did not allow the fame latitude 
in this refpeO: as other poetry. Whatever it may 
be owing to, the uniform manner in which the 
Prophets apply thefc images, tends greatly to 
illuftrate the prophetic ftile ; and therefore, it 
will be proper now to confider the fources from 
which thofe images are moll frequently derived, 
and the fubjefts and ideas which they fevcrally 
derlote, Thefe fources may be claffed under 
four heads ; Natural, Artificial, Religious, and 
Hiftorical. 

I. The firft and moft copious, as well as the 
moft pleafing fource of images in the prophetic 
writings, as in all other poetry, is Nature ; and 
the principle images drawn from nature, together 
with their application, are the following : 

The fun, moon, and ftars, the higheft objefts 
in the natural world, figuratively reprefent kings, 
queens, and princes or rulers; the highefl in the 
world politic : " The moon (hall be confounded^ 
and the fun afhamed," Ifai. xxiv^ 23. «I will 

cover 
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fcovcr the heavens, and make the ftars thereof 
dark: I will cover the fun with a cloud, and the 
moon fhall not give her light," £zek. xx;cii. 7. 

Light and darknefs are ufed figuratively for joy 
and forrow, profpcrity and adverfity : '• V/e wait 
for light, but behold obfcurity ; for brightnefs, 
but we walk in darknefs," Ifa, lix. q. An un- 
common degree of light, denotes an uncommon 
degree of joy and profpcrity; and vice vtrfa: 
*«Thc light of the moon Ihall be as. the light of 
the fun, and the light of the fun fhall be feven- 
fold," Ifa. XXX. 26.— The fame metaphors arc 
likewife ufed to denote knowledge and igno- 
rance: "If they fpeak not according to this 
•word, it is becaufe there is no light in them," 
I la. viii. 20. «• The people that walked in dark- 
nefs have feen a great light," Ifa. ix. 2. 

Dew, moderate rains, gentle flreams, and run* 
ning waters, denote the bleflings of the gofpel ; 
*« Thy dew is as the dew of herbs," Ifa. xxvi. 19. 
<« He (hall come unto us as the rain," Hofea vi. 3. 
<« I will water it every moment," Ifa. xxvii. 3. 
♦«I will pour water on him that is thirfty," 
Ifa. xliv. 3. 

Immoderate rains, on the other hand, hail, 
(loods, deep waters, torrents, and inundations, 
denote judgments and deftruftion : "I will raia 
ypon him an overflowing rain and great hail- 
ftonc;s," Ezek xxxviii. 22. <« Waters rife up 

out 
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out of the- north, and fhall overflow the land/* 
Jcr. xlvii. 2, 

Fire alfo, and the eafl wind, parching and hurt- 
ful, frequently denote the fame : ** They fhall caft 
thy choice cedars into the fire," Jer. xxvii. 7. 
♦« He ftayeth his rough wind in the day of the 
call wind," Ifa, xxvii, 8« 

Wind in general is often taken in the fame 
fcnfe : " The wind fliall cat up all thy plcafures," 
Jer, xxii, 22. Sometimes it is put for any thing 
empty or fallacious, as well as hurtful : " The 
Prophets fliall become wind," Jer» v. 13. " They 
have fown the wind, and they fliall reap the 
whirlwind," Hof, viii, 7. 

Lebanon and Carmel ; the one remarkable for 
hi height and ftately cedars, was the image of 
majefly, Itrcngth, or any thing very great or 
noble ; " He fliall cut down the thickets of the 
forcft with iron, and Lebanon fliall fall by a 
Blighty one," Ifa. X. 34, "The Aflyrian was a 
cedar in Lebanon," Ezek. xxxi. 3. The other 
mountain, {Carmel) fruitful, and abounding in 
vines and olives, denoted beauty and fertility : 
•' The glory of Lebanon fliall be given it, the 
excellency of Carmel," Ifa. xxxv. 2, The vine 
alone is a frequent image of the Jewifli Church: 
« I bad plantied thee a noble vine," Jer. ii. 21. 

Rams, and bullocks of Baflian, lions, eagles, 
iea-monfters, or any animal of prey, are figures 
ftt^ucntly ufed for cruel and oppreflive tyrants 

and 
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and conquerors : ^< Hear this word, yc kinc of 
Bafhan, which oppjefs 'the poor," A^cnos iv. a. 
<« The lion is come up (rem his thicket," J«r. iv. 
7, " A ^reat ejiglc <:ame uato Lehaoooi, ^tnd 
took the higheft branch of the cedar," ££ek« 
xvii. 3. "Thou art as a whale in the fcas" 
£zek. xxxii. 2. " The unicorn fliall come down, 
*— and their land ihall be foked with blood," lik. 
xxxLv. 7. 

II • The ordinary occupations and cufloms ^f 
life, with the few arts pra^ltfed at the time, were 
another fource from which the Prophets deriv^ 
many of their figures ; particularly, 

From huibandry in all its parts, and from it^ 
implements: "Sow to yourfclvcs in righte- 
oufnefsi rei^ in mercy ; break up your fallow, 
ground," Hof. x, 12. "Put in the fickle, far 
-the haj-veft is ripe," Joel iii. 13, "I am preffed 
under you, as a wain under a load of Iheaves,'' 
Amos ii. 13. Threfhing was performed in 
various ways, (mentioned Ifa. xxviii. 24. &c*) 
which furnifli a variety of images denoting pu- 
nifliment : *« Arifc and threlh, O daughter of 
Zipn ; for I will make thine horn iron, and thf 
hoofs brafs, 4«^c." Mieah iv, 13, The operation 
was perfarxiied ^Hi rifing grounds, where the chaff 
was driven away by the wind, while the grain 
remained i a fit emblem of the fate of the wicked, 
and of the falvation of the jufl : "Behold I will 
4n.ake thee a ©^w thrcAing-inftrumcnt having 

teeth; 
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teeth ; thou (halt threOi the mountains, and beat 
them fmall, and thou {halt make the hills as chafF. 
Thou (halt fan them^ and the wind (hall carry 
them away, and the whirlwind fhall fcatter 
. them," I fa. xli. 15, 16, 

The vintage and wine-prefs alfo furnifticd 
many images, obvious enough in their applica- 
tion : *« The prefs is full, the fats overflow, for 
their wickednefs is great," Joel iii. 13. "I have 
trod the wme-prefs alone. — I will tread down 
the people in mine anger," Ifa. Ixiii. 3. &c. As 
the vintage was gathered with fhouting and re- 
joicing, the ceafing of the vintage-fhouting is fre- 
quently one of the figures that denote mifery and 
defolation: "None fhall tread with fhouting; 
-their fhouting fhall be no fhouting," Jer. 
xlviii. 33. 

From the occupation of tending cattle, we have 
Inany images: " Wo unto the paftors that deflroy 
and fcatter my (heep of the paflure," Jcr. xxiii. 
1. The people are the flock, teachers and rulers 
the paflors; "Ifrael is a fcattered fheep, the 
lions have driven him away." " As a fhepherd 
taketh out of the mouth of the lion two legs, or 
a piece of an ear, &c." Amos iii. i2~.Some of 
the images derived from hufbandry, tending cat- 
tlcy &c. may perhaps appear mean to us, though 
not to the Jews, whofe manner of life was fimplc 
and plain, and whofe greateft men, (fuch as 
Mofes, David, Gideon, &c,) were often hufband- 

men 
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men and (hephcrds. Accordingly, the Meffiah 
himfelf is frequently defcribed under the cha- 
rader of a fhepherd. 

It was cuftomary in deep mournings to (have 
the head and beard, to retire to the houfe-tops, 
(which in thofe countries were flat and furni(hed 
with little chambers adapted to the purpofes of 
devotion or of fequeftered grief,; alfo to fing 
laments or dirges at funerals, and to accompany 
them with a mournful fort of muHc; and from 
thefe and the like circumflances, images are fre« 
quently borrowed by the Prophets to denote the 
greateil danger, and the deepefl diflrefs. " Mine 
heart (hall found for Moab like pipes," — " Every 
head fhall be bald, and every beard dipt — there 
(hall be lamentation on all the houfe-tops of 
Moab," Jer. xlviii. 36, 37, 38. Ifa. xv. 2, 3. 

The mode of burying in the Jewifh fepulchres, 
or " (ides of the pit," and their Hades, or (late of 
the dead, fupplicd many images of the fame kind. 
See Obf. on Ifa. xiv. and Ezek. xxvi. 20. 

According to the barbarous cudom of thofc; 
times, conquerors drove their captives before 
them, almoft naked, and expofed to the intole- 
rable heat of the fun, and the inclemencies of 
the weather; they afterwards employed them fre- 
quently in grinding at the hand-mill, (water-mills 
not being then invented ;) hence nakedtiefs, and 
grinding at the mill, and (itting on the ground, 
(the podure in which they wrought,) exprefs 

captivity : 
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Captivity : •« DefcJcnd and fit rn the duft, O Vir- 
gin- daughter of Baby l-on— take the millftones— 
thy nakcdnefs fhall be uncovered, &c." Ifa. 
ivH. 1 — 3. 

ITic marriage-relation fapplied metaphors to 
exprefs the relation or covenant between God 
arid his people. On the other hand, adultery, 
infidelity to the marriage-bed, &C. denoted any 
breach of covenant with God, particularly the 
love aAd worfliip of Idols : «« Turn, Obackfliding 
children, faith the Lord, for I am married unto 
yon," Jer. iii. 14. "There were two women, 
the daughters of one mother, and they committed 
whoredoms, — with their idols have they com- 
ibitted adultery, &c/' E^ek. :^xiii. 2, 3.-37. 

The debility and ftupefaftron caufed by in- 
toxicatifig liquors faggefied very apt images to 
cxprefs the terrible efFefts of the divine judg- 
ments on thofe who are the unhaj>py objefts o( 
them ; "Thou (halt be filled with drunkennefs— 
with tht cup of thy filler Samaria," Ezek. 
ixiii. 33, 

From the method of refining metals In the fur- 
nace, images are often borrowed to denote the 
judgments inflifted by God on his people, with a 
view to cleanfe them from their fins, as metaf 
frOW its dfofs : " Ifrael is— dfofs in the midft o^ 
the famace," Ezek. xxii. 11. " He ftiall fit as a 
l-efi'fier and purifier of filver," Mai. iii, 3. 

* Among 



' Among the bther few arts from which tfie lid* 
brew poets derive fome of their images, are thoftj 
of the fuller and potter, Mai. iii. 2, &c. Jer. 
xviii, 1 . &c. of which the application is obvious.- 
No lefs fo is that of images derived from fifliihg,* 
fowling, and the implements belonging to them ; 
the hook, netj pit, fnare, &c, which generally de- 
note captivity or defkuft ion : "I will fend' for. 
many filhers, and they (hall fifh them; and — foj* 
many hunters, and they fhall hunt them,— for 
their iniquity is not hid from mine eyes," Jer.* 
Jcvi. 16, 17, *«I will put hooks to thy jaws,*'* 
£zek, xxix. 4, " Fear, and the pit, and the* 
fnare are upon thee, O inhabitant of the earth,"* 
Ifa. xxiv. 1 7. 

A few images are derived from building, Atf 
when the Mefliah is denoted by a foundation and 
corner- ftone, I fa. xxviii. 16. The next verfe dc- 
fcribcs the reftitude of judgment by metaphors 
borrowed from the line and plummet ; and by- 
building with precious flones, is denoted a very 
high degree of profpcrity, whether applied- to- 
church or ftate, Ifa, liv. 11, 12. 

III. Religion, and things connefted with it,' 
furnifhed many images to the facred poets. 

From the temj^e and its pompous fervice, from: 
the tabernacle, Shechinah, mercy-feat, &c. aro- 
derived a variety of images chiefly ferving to 
denote the glory of the Chriftian church, the; 
excellency of its worfhip, God's favour towards 

it. 
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it, and his conflant prefence with it ; the Pro- 
phets fpeaking to the Jews in terms accommodated 
to their own ideas : " And the Lord will create 
upon every dwelling-place of Mount Zion, and 
upon her ademblies, a cloud and fmoke by day, 
and the ihining of a flaming fire by night ; for 
upon all the Glory (hall be a covering," Ila. iv. 
5. "Then will I fprinkle clean water upon you, 
and ye (hall be clean," £zek. xxxvi. 25. 

The ceremonial law, and efpecially its diftinc- 
tions between things clean and unclean, furniihed 
a number of images, all obvious in their appli- 
cation : " Wafh ye, make you clean, put away 
the evil of your doings," Ifa. i. 16. "Their way 
was before me as the uncleannefs of a removed 
woman," Ezek, xxxvi. 17. 

The killing of facrifices, and feafting upon 
them, ferve as metaphors for flaughter : '« The 
Lord hath a facrifice in Bozra," Ifa, xxxiv. 6» 
£zek. xxxix. 17. 

The Pontifical robes, which were very fplen- 
did, fuggefted feveral images cxpreffive of the 
glory of both the Jewifh and Chriflian church : 
"I clothed thee with broidered work, &c." 
Ezek. xvi. 10. " He clothed me with the gar- 
ment* of falvation," Ifa. Ixi. 10. The Prophets 
wore a rough upper garment, falfe prophets 
wore the like, in imitation of true ones ; and to 
this there arc frequent allufions : " Neither (hall 

they 
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they wear a rough garment to deceive," Zeclu 
xiii. 4* . 

From the pots, and other vefTels and atenfilft of 
the temple, are likewife borrowed a few meta- 
phors, obvious enough without explanation: 
«« Every pot in Jerufalem and in Judah Ihall be 
holinefs," Zech. xiv. 21 • Some of thefe may not 
perhaps appear fo dignified to- us as they mufl 
have done to the Jews, to whom their religion, 
iheir temple, and every thing conne£Ud with 
either, muft have appeared venerable and noble. 

The Prophets have likewife many images that 
allude to the idolatrous rites of thte neighbouring 
nations, to their groves and high places, (Ifa, 
xxvii. 9.) and to the worftiip paid to their idols, 

Baal, Moloch, Chemofti, Gad, Meni, Aftaroth, 

Tammuz, Sec, Ezek. viii. 10—14. 

IV. Many of the metaphors and images ufed by 

the Prophets are likewife borrowed from Hi (lory, 

efpecially facred. 

From the fall of angels : " How art thou fallen 

from JHeaveh, O Lucifer, Ton of the morning,'* 

Ifa. adv. i»i " Thou art the anointed cherub,— 

thou waft upon the holy mountain of God," 

Ezek. xxviti. 14. And from the fall of man. 

*' Thou haft been in Edcn^ the garden of God,*' 

yer. 13. 

. From chaos : " I beheld the earth, and lo ! it 
■ Vas without form, and void ; and the heavens, 

and they Jbad no light," Jer. iv. 23. *« He (hall

^^And the ftreams thereof fhall be turned into 
pitch, and the duft thereof into brimftone, and the 
land thexteof (hall become burning pitch," Ifa* 
^xxiv. 9.«— Alfo from the deftruftion of the Hi- 
vites and Amorites, &c. Ifa. xvii. 9. ^ 

The Exodus, and deliverance from Egypt, i$ 
frequently ufed to {hadow forth other great de- 
liverances. . ** Thus faith the Lord, who maketh 
a way in the fea, and a path in the mighty waters^ 
Ac'* Ifa. xliii. t6— 19.— xi. 15, i6.— li.9, 10, &C. 

From the defcent on Sinai : ** Behold the Lord 
comcth forth out of his place, and will come down 
and tread on the high places of the earth ; and 
the mountains fhall be molten under him," Micah 

' From the refurreftion, the end of the world, 
cmd the laft judgment, arc derived many images of 
which the application is natural and obvious : 
♦*• Thy dead men (hall live, with my dead body 
fhall they arife,— -awake and fing, ye that dwell in 
the duft," &c. Ifa. xxvi. 19.— « And all the hoft 
of heaven fhall be difFolved, and the heavens (hall 
be rolled together as a fcroU y and all their hod 

ihal* 
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'fliall fall down as a leaf falleth from the vine, ^nd 
as a falling fig from the fig-tree," Ifa. xxxiv. 4* 



The foregoing account of the images whith moft 
'frequently ocCiir in the writings of the Prophets 
may beof confiderable ufe in'ftudying their ftild. 
But as a thorough knowledge of this mud be al« 
lowed to be of the highcft importance, a few 
l^^^a/ rwftflrAj are further added, although fome 
part of them may appear to be fuperfcdcd by what 
'has been already obferved. . ' 

1. Although the Prophets ufe words fo fr^ 
•quently in a figurative or metaphorical meaning:^ 
yet we ought not, without neceflity, to depart 
J the primitive and original fenfe of language : 
ffuch a neceffity there is, when the plain and 
original fenfe is lefs proper, Icfs fuitable to thi 
fubjeft and context, or contrary to other fcrip^ 
tures. 

'2. By images borrowed from the world natural, 
the Prophets frequently underftand fomething 
analogous in the world politic. Thus the fun, 
moon, ftarff, and heavenly bodies, denote kings; 
queens, rulers, and perfons in great power; their 
increafe 6f fplendor, denotes increafe of prof^* 
perity ; their darkening, fetting, or falling, de». 
notes a reverfe of fortune, or the entire ceafmg of 
that power or kingdom to which they refer. Great 
earthquakes^ and the (baking of heaven and earthy 
* B ft denote 
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denote the commotion and overthrow of king* 
doms ; and the beginning or end of the n^orld, 
their rife or ruin* 

3. The cedars of L^anon, oaks of Baflian, fir- 
frees, and other iiately trees of the foreft, denote 
i^^Zh princes, potentates, and perfons of the 
Jugheft rank; briers and thorns, the common 
fcople, or thofe of the me^uieft order. 

4. High jRiountains and lofty hills, in like man- 
aer, denote kipgdems, republics, (Eates, and cities; 
towers and fortrefles, fignify defenders and pro* 
teftors ; {hips of Tarfhifh, merchants, or commer- 
ciad people ; and the daughter of any capital or 
mother^ity, the leiTer cities, or fuburbs around it« 
Cities never conquered, are further ffiled virgins* 

5. The Prophets likewife defcribe kings and 
kingdoms by their enfigns ; as Cyrus and the Ro- 
mans by an eagle ; the King of Macedon by ^ 
goat \ and the King of PerAa by a ram : thef<p 
being the figures on their rcfpeftive flandards* 

6. The Prophets^ in like manner, borrow fome 
of their images from ancient hieroglyphics, which 
they take in their ufi^al acceptation : thus, a ftar 
was the emblem of a god or herp ; a hom^ the 
emblem of great power or flrength ; and a rod, thq 
emblem of royalty : and they fignify the fame im 
the Prophets. 

7. The fame prophecies have frequently a 
double meaning, and refer to different events, the 
(^ne near^ the other remote j^ the on^ temporal, the 

other 
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txhcT fpiritiial, or perhaps etcrnaiLl.^ — ^Thp Prophets 
havfng thus fcveral events in their eye ; their ex- 
jM^e^ions may be partly applicable to one, and 
partly to another ; and it is not always eafy to 
mark the tranfitions. Thus, the prophecies re- 
lating to the firft and fecond reftoration of the 
Jews, and firft and fecond coming of our Lord, 
are often interwoven together ; like our Saviour's 
own pi*cdiftion^ (Matt, xxiv.) concerning the dc- 
-ftruftion of Jerufalem and the end of the world. 
What has not been fulfilled in the firft, we muft 
apply to the fecond ; and what has been already 
fulfilled, may often be confidered as typical of 
what ftiil remains to be accompHAed. 

8. Almoft all the prophecies of the Old Tefta« 
Vndntj Whatever view they may have to nearer 
^Svents,- are ultimately to be referred to the New, 
where only we are to look for their full comple- 
tion. Tlius, Babylon under the Old Teftamcnt, 
was a type of myftical Babylon under the New; 
arid the King of Syria (Antiochus Epiphanes) a 
type of Antichrift ; the temporal enemies t>f the 
Jews, types arid figures of the fpiritual enemies of 
Chriftians.- We muft not, however, expeft to 
find always a myftical meaning in prophecy ; and 
when the near and moft obvious meaning is plain, 
and gives a good fenfe, we need not, without 
reafon, depart from it, nor be over-curioiis to look 
beyond it, 

B 3 Q. In 
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9. In prophecies, as in parables, we are cliieSy> 
to conlider the fcope and defign, without attempt^ 
ing too minute an explication of all the poetical 
images and Egures with which the facred Writers 
\xi^ to adorn their ftile. 

. 10, Prophecies of a general nature are applicable^ 
by accommodation to individuals; moft of the 
^hings that arc fpoken of the church in general, 
Ibeing no lefs applicable to its individual members* 

It, Prophecies of a particular nature, on the 
other hand, admit, and often require to be ex- 
tended. Thus Edom, Moab, or any of the ene* 
mies of God's people, is often put for the whole ; 
what is faid of one being generally applicable to 
^he reft. 

X2. In like manner, what is faid to, orof any of 
God's people, on any particular occafion, is of 
general application and ufe ; all that ftand in the 
(ame relation to Cod, having an intcreft in the 
fame promifes, 

13. A cup of intoxicating liquor is frequently 
ufed to denote the indignation of God ; and the 
X^cQ^ pf fuch a cup, the effefts of his difpleafure* 

14, As the covenant of God with his people is 
reprefented under the figure of marriage, fo their 
breath of that covenant, efpecially their idolatry, 
is rcprefented by whoredom, adultery, and infi- 
delity to the marxiage-bed ; on which the PrOr 
phcts fometimes enlarge, to excite deteftation o^ 
ihe crime. The epithet flrangc^ docs likewife, 
♦ t almo(t 
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illmoll always^ relate to fomething CQnne£led with 
idolatry. 

^ 15, Perfons or nations are frequently faid in 
(cripture to be related to thofe whom they rcfemblc 
in their life and condu6^» In the fame manner, 
men are denoted by animals whofe qualities they 
rcfembje. A definite number, fuch as three, four, 
Jeven, &c. is fometimes ufed by the Prophets for 
an indefinite, and commonly denotes a great many. 

16. In the reckoning of time, a day is ufed by 
the Prophets to denote a year ; and things ftill fu- 
ture, to denote their certainty, are fpokcn of as 
already paft, . # 

1 f. When- the Prophets fpcak of the laft, or 
iatter days, they always mean the days of the 
Mefliah, or the time of the gofpel difpenfation. 
That day means pften the fame, and always fomc 
Jeriod at a diftancc. 

18, When places are mentioned as lying north, 
fouth, eaft, or weft, it is generally to be under- 
ftood of their fituation with refpeft to Judea or 

Jerufalem, when the context does not plainly rc- 
•ilri6l the fcenc to fome other place. • 

19. By the earth (or the word fo tranflated) the 
Prophets frequently mean the land of Judea ; and 

• fometimes (fays Sir I. Newton) the great continent 
of all Afia and Africa, to which they had accefs 
by land. By the ifles of the fea, on the other 
hand, they underflood the places to \yhich they 
B 4 ' faiicd. 
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failed, particularly all Europe, and probably the 
illands and fea-coafls of the Mediterranean, 

20. The greateft part of the Prophetic writingi 
was firft compofed in verfe, and ftill retains (not- 
withlianding all the difadvantagcs of a literal 
profe tranflation,) much of the air and cad of the 
original, particularly in the divifion of the lines, 
and in that peculiarity of Hebrew poetry, by 
Vrhich the fenfe of one line or couplet fo fre- 
quently correfponds with that of the other : Thus, 

I will greatly rejoice in the Lord, 1 

My foul {^1 be joyful in my God ; , / 

For he hath clothed me with the garments "| 
offdlvation, I 

He hath covered me with the robe of rightc- ^ 
Qufnefs : 

As a bridegroom decketh himfclf with orna- 
ments 

And as a bride adorneth hcrfelf with her 
jewels. Ifa, Ixi. lo. 

Attention to this peculiarity in facrcd poetry, 
will frequewtly lead to the meaning^of many paf* 
•fagcs in the poetical parts of fcripture (in which 
it perpetually occurs,) as the one line of acouplet, 
or member of a fentence, is generally a commen* 
. tary on the other : ThiJte, 

The Lord hath a facrifice in Bozra, 
And a great flaughter in the land of Idumea 
^' * Ifa. xxxiv. 6. 

Here 
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Here the metaphor in the firft line is exprelTed 
in plain terms in the next : the facrifice in fiozra 
means the great flaughter in Idumea, of which 
Bozra was the capital. 

It muft be obferved that the paraUelifm is frc« 
quently more extended : Thus, 

For I will pour out waters on the thirfty, 
And flowing (Ireams upon the dry ground ; 
1 will pour out my fpirit on thy feed, 
And my blelling on thine offspring. 

Ifa. xliv. 3.

ISAIAH. 



I 



SAIAH, who {lands in the foremoft rank of 
the Hebrew Prophets, began to exercifc his office 
about 760 years before the Chrillian acrea. In 
ihe reigns of Uzziah and Jotham, under whom he 
fird prophefied, the kingdom of Judah was in a. 
very flourifhing condition. But in the fubfequent 
reign of Ahaz, it was brought to the brink of de<- 
ftru&ion by the confederate forces of Ifracl and 
Syria. In this diftrefs, Ahaz fought aid from the 
King of Aflyria. But this powerful ally, after 
reducing Ifrael and Syria, became the enemy of 
Ahaz, which encouraged the Syrians, Edomites, 
and Philidines, to renew their depredations. At 
the fame time the impiety of the nation was come 
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to a moll enormous height : idolatry was cfta* 
blifhcd in Jerufalem by tHe King's authority, and 
the temple itfelf was made the habitation of idols* 
But Hezekiah, fuCcccding to the ^rone, rcflored 
the worfhip of the true God, and purged the 
temple. He alfo rcfufed to pay the tribute which 
the Aflyrian monarch had impofcd on his father 
Ahaz. This brought on that invafton, of which 
an account' is infcrted among the prophecies of 
Ifaiah. After a miraculous deliverance from fo 
great a dangerj Hezekiah died in peace, leaving 
the kingdom in a flourifhing condition to his fon 
ManafTeh, under whofe reign, it is faid, Ifaiah was 
put to death, after a faithful difcharge of his 
office for a period of time extending, as fomc 
think, to 61 years, but which could not pofliblybe 
Icfs than 48. He was cotemporary with thofc 
other Prophets, Hofea, Joel, Amos, and Micah, 
His manner of writing is inimitably beautiful and 
fubiime. His images, often borrowed from the 
appendages of royalty, (which were familiar to 
him, being one of the royal family,) are elegant 
and noble ; and his prophecies are fo clear, mi- 
nute, and circumftantial, that they might often 
fecm to be rather narratives of things paft than 
predidions of things to come. Of thefe pro- 
phecies, the five firft chapters are generally fufr- 
pofcd to have been delivered in the reign of 
Uzziah ; the fixth in the reign of Jotham ; the 
fpllowing chapters to the fifteenth, in the reign of 

Ahaz, 
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Ahaz, and the remainder in that of Hezekiah.-^ 
Ifaiah fets out with remonflrating againfl the (Int 
of his people, exhorting and encouraging them to 
repentance, and Warning them of theiv danger^ 
cfpecially from the Babylonian invafion, if they 
continued impenitent. He is then led by th« 
defcent of the Affyrians to declare the judgment^ 
cf God concerning that powerful people. From 
thence he proceeds to prophefy the downfal of 
feveral other nations, the enemies of his country^ 
cfpecially the Babylonians, And as the over<p 
throw of this people was connefted with an event 
^ the utmoft importance to the Jews, their de- 
liverance from a grievous bondage, the Prophet 
lakes occa(ion to fpeak of it often, to enlarge on H 
greatly, and to diverfify it with all the rich elo- 
quence and imagery of which he was fo great a 
maften But under the veil of this deliverance^ 
he intimates a much greater, which was to be ef- 
fected by the MeHiah ; and feldom does he men^ 
tion the one without alludii^g at the fame time to 
the other. Nay, he is often fo much enraptured 
with the profpe£l of the more diflant deliverance^ 
as to lofe fight-entirely of that which was nearer ; 
and to defcant, without veil or allegory, on th^ 
Mcffiah's perfon, office, charafter, and kingdom ; 
as may be feen from a more particular view of this 
evangelical Prophet's writings as they lie in order. 
CuAP» I. The prophecy in the fir ft chapter, (to 
JWhkJi, as well as to the whole book, thefirft verfe 

forms 
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forms a general title,) is an entire piece uncon» 
ne6led with any other. — If it was delivered ill the 
teign of Uzziahy the defolation it defcribes may 
allude to the calamities which were occafioned 
before that timeby Jehoafhkingof Ifrael (2 Kings 
3civ, 12—14,) ^r the Prophet may defcribc thoffi 
fcenes that were ftill future, as already pading 
before his eyes. But as prophecies arc not 
always arranged according to the order of time iri 
which they werie delivered, it is probable thii 
may have been uttered in the time of Ahaz| 
(which it fuits better than that of cither Uzziah of 
Jotham,) and may refer to the invafion of Ret fill 
frnd Pekah. There are fome, however, who plac^ 
it ftill later, and fuppofe, with a good deal of 
probability, that it was delivered when Jerufalem 
Vras befieged by Sennacherib. But however this 
be, the chapter contains a feverc reraonftranctf 
againft the ingratitude and corruptions of the 
Jews of that age, warm exhortations to repen- 
tance, heavy threatenings to the impenitent, and 
{after previous correftions) gracious promifes of 
better times. — More particularly. 

The Prophet, with a boldnefs and majefty be^ 
coming the herald of the Moft High, begins with 
calling on the whole creation to attend, when Je- 
hovah fpeaks, (ver, 2.) A charge of grofs infcn* 
fibility and ingratitude is then brought againfl th« 
Jews, by contrafting their condu£b with that of 
the ox and afs, the moft ftupid of animals- (ver. 3.) 

This 



This leads to an amplification of their guilt (4,) 
highly aggravated by their flighting the chaflife# 
ments and judgments of God, though repeated till 
they had been left alrnoft like Sodom and Gomor- 
rah (5 — 9.) The incidental mention of thofe places 
leads to an addrefs to the rulers and people of th» 
Jews, (under the charafter of princes of Sodom 
and people of Gomorrah,) no lefs fpirited and fe« 
Verc than it is elegant and unexpeded (10.) The 
Vanity of trufting to the performance of the out- 
ward rkes and ceremonies of religion is then ex- 
pofcd (11-^15,) and the neceflity of repentance 
and reformation is ftrongly enjoined (16, 17,) and 
«irged by the mod encouraging promifes, as vrel) 
as by the moft awful threatcnings (18 — 20.) But 
neither of thefe producing the proper effeft on 
that people, who were the Prophet's charge, hk 
bitterly laments their degeneracy (21 — 23,) and 
concludes with introducing God, declaring hi* 
purpofe of infli£ling fuch heavy judgments aft 
would entirely cut off the wicked, and excite in 
the righteous, who fhould alfo pafs through the 
furnace, an evcrlafting fhame and abhorrence of 
every thing connefted with idolatry, the fource of 
their mifcry (24 — 31.) 

The whole chapter, inloftinefsof fcntimentand 
4lilc, affords a beautiful example of this great Pro- 
phet's manner ; whofe writings, like his lips, are 
touched with hallowed lire, 

11. This 
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II. This and the two following chapters make 
one fcftion of prophecy* The firft five vcrfcs of 
this, fbretel the kingdom of the Mefliah, and tht 
converlion of the Gentile world. In the remun* 
tag part of the chapter is foretold the puniihment 
of the unbelieving JewS| for their idolatrous ptacr 
tices; their felf-confidence, and dillruft in God; 
alfo the deftrufticMi of idolatry, in confequeaee of 
the eftaUiihment of Mefliah's kingdom* Hie 
defcription which this chapter contains of th« 
terrible confterhation that will feise the ^icked^ 
^ho (hall in vain feek for rocks and mountain^ to 
Hide them from the face of God in the day of hi# 
jiftdgments, is beautifully and highly worked up^ 
But to what period thefe judgments aire to be re« 
ferred is doubtful. Some have applied them to 
the firft, and fome to the fecond coming of oUr 
Saviour ; fome to the deftru&ion of the Jews, and 
fome to the fall of Antichriil. Perhaps we ought 
tu>t to confine the words to any one of thefe events 
cxclufively of the reft. The prophecy has, no 
doubt, been in a great meafure fulfilled by the 
early and afloniihing fuccefs of the gofpcl ; yet 
there is every reafon to believe, that at lead the 
happy period, fo beautifully predifted in verfe 4^ 
is not yet arrived, and that fome fuch (ignal 
judgments and revolutions as the Prophet here 
defcribes, may be requifite in order to introduce it, 
III. The whole of this chapter, with the firft 
vcrfc of the next, is a prophecy of thofe calami- 
tics 
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ties that {hould be occafioned by the Babylonian 
invailon and captivity, Thefe calamities are re- 
•prcfented as fo great and fo general, that even 
royal honours, in fuch a ftate, arc fo far from 
being dcflrable, that hardly any can be got to ac- * 
ccpt them (i**-7.) This vifitation is then de- 
clared to be the confequence of their profanity 
and guilt; for which the Prophet further re- 
proves and threatens them ; making, however, a 
merciful difcrimination in favour of the righteous 

The latter part of the chapter (16— -26) is a par- 
ticular amplification of the diftrefs of the delicate 
and luxurious daughters of Sion ; whofe deplo- 
rable fituatlon is finely contralled with their 
former profperity and eafe. 

Some think that this prophecy may likcwife refer 
to the deftruftion of Jcrufalem by the Romans ; 
knd it is remarkable, that on a medal ftruck by 
Vcfpafian on that occafion, Jcrufalem is repre- 
fented in the very pofture dcfcribed by the laft 
words of this chapter, under the figure of a dif- 
confolate mother, bewailing the unhappy fate of 
her children. 

IV. The firft vcrfe of this chapter (which 
Ought not to have been feparated from the pre- 
ceding) reprcfents the havock occafioned by war, 
and thofe other calamities which the Prophet had 
been defcribing, as fo great, that fcven women 
fhould be left to one man. The reft of the chap- 
C ter 
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tcr promifes, to the remnant that ftiould efcape 
thofe fevere trials, a reftoration to the favour of 
God, and a fliare in the blcflings of the Branch, 
one of the appropriated names of the Mcfliah. 

The great ble flings of the gofpel are frequently 
fet forth (as in ver. 5.) by allufions to the glory 
and pomp of the Mofaic difpenfation. 

V. This chapter is unconne£led with the pre- 
ceding or following. The fubjeft (confifting of 
reproofs and threaten! ngs) rcfemblcs that of chap. 
I. but exceeds it in force, elegance, and variety, 
and denounces the Babylonian invafion more ex- 
prcfsly. Perhaps it may likewife have a further 
view to the calamities inflifted by the Roman ar- 
mies. It begins with reprefenting, in a beautiful 
parable, the tender care of God for his people, 
and their unworthy returns to his goodnefs (1 — 7.) 
The parable or allegory is then dropped, and the 
Prophet, in plain terms, reproves and threatens 
them for their wickednefs ; particularly for their 
covetoufnefs (8 — 10,) intemperance (11,) and in- 
attention to the warnings of Providence (12.) 
Then follows an enumeration of judgments as the 
ncccflary confcquence.-— Captivity and famine 
appear, with all their horrors (13.) Hades (or 
the grave) like a ravenous monfler, opens wide its 
jaws, and fwallows down its myriads (14.) Dif- 
trefs lays hold on all ranks (15,) and God is glo- 
rified in the difplay of his judgments (16,) till the 
whole land is left defoUte ; a place for the flocks 

to 
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to range in (17.) — ^Thc Prophet then paufcs, and 
again refumcs his fubjcft, reproving them for fe- 
vcral other fms, and threatening them with woes 
and vengeance (18 — 24 ;) after which he fums up 
the whole of his awful denunciation in a very 
lofty and fpirited epiphonema or conclufion. The 
God of armies, having hitherto corrcftcd to no 
purpofe, is reprefented with inimitable majcfly, 
as only giving the hift, and the fwarm of nations 
haftcn to his flandard. He only intimates his 
pleafure, and keen, cruel, and rcfolutc, they fly 
inuyiediately to perform it. Upon a guilty race, 
unpitied by heaven or by earth, they execute their 
commilHon, and leave the land defolatc and dark^ 
without one ray of comfort to cheer the horrid 
gloom. 

VI. This chapter, by a particular dcfignation of 
Ifaiah to his ofRcc (1-^8,) introduces, with the 
more folemnity, a declaration of the whole tenor 
of God's condu£l in regard to his people^ who, on 
account of their unbelief and iriipenitencc, were 
to be long given up to a judicial blindncfs and 
hardnefs of heart (9, 10,) and vifited with fuch 
calamities as would leave their country defolatc 
(ii, 12.) He adds, however, that under their re- 
peated deftruftion (by the Chaldeans, Romans, 
&c.) a fmall remnant (hould ftill be preferved 
as a feed, from which God will raife a people, 
to whom he will at length make good all his 
promifes. 

C 2 The 
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The prophetic; vifion recorded in this chapter is 
peculiarly glorious. The mofl pompous machinery 
of the Greek and Latin poets is as much inferior 
to it as earth is to heaven, or things human to 
things divine. Only obferve— " the ptrfonagis: 
they arc the very higheft in the fcale of created 
beings, the dominions and principalities of hea- 
ven ;— their attitude : they ftand before the throne 
of Jehovah, veiling their faces from the beams of 
uncreated glory, too bright for the feraphim 
tfiemfelves to endure :— their aStion; the mofl 
rapturous fongs of praife : — their manner of cx^* 
frtjfion: by reiterated and reverential acclama- 
tions of holy! holy! holy!— the effeHs'oi this 
awful prefencc, and of thefe auguft founds ; the 
pofts of the door fhakc, the ponderous and mag- 
nificent pillars of brafs (2 Chron. iii. 17,) tremble 
as a leaf before the blaft of the defart. The tem- 
ple too, involved in fmoke, joins with trembling 
columns and adoring feraphs, to bid the thought* 
lefs world to ftand in awe of God V* 

The prophecy contained in this chapter is, in 
part, ftill depending, and will not be fully accom- 
plifhed till the final reftoration of Ifrael (Rom. xr. 
25 — 27.) The judgments which it threatens had 
probably a view both to the Chaldean and Roman 
conquefts, and had their full aceomplifhment in 
the latter, about 800 years after they were fore- 
told. The tree, then blafted by the lightning of 
heaven, has ftood above ^700 years, an awful 

monument 
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monument of the divine difpleafure. Yet the 
trunk ftill remains unconfumed ; its fubftanct is in 
ity and one day, as here predifted, it will flourifh 
again with renewed verdure, and become as the 
garden of God. 

VII. The king of Judah and the royal family 
being in the utmoft conftemation, on receiving 
accounts of the invafion of the kings of Syria and 
Ifrael, the Prophet is fent to aflure them, that 
God would make good his promifcs to David and 
his houfe ; fo that, although they might be cor- 
refted, they could not be deftroyed while thcfc 
remained to be accomplifhed. This is the fubjeft 
of the 7th, 8th, and beginning of the 9th chapters. 
The 7th begins with an account of the occafion of 
the prophecy (1 — 3,) and then follows (4 — 9) a 
prediftion of the ill fucccfs of the Ifraelites and 
Syrians againft Judah. The particular period in 
which Ephraimor Ifrael fhould be no more a na- 
tion is foretold ; which prophecy was punftually 
fulfilled by the total depopulation of their coun- 
try by Efarhaddon, who gleaned away all the re- 
mains that had been left by former conquerors^ 
From this period the ten tribes were no longer a 
different people, but were confounded with the 
people of Judah in the captivity, and with them 
comprehended ever fmce in the general name of 
Jews. But as the obje6l of this confolation was 
diftant, the Prophet (lo^— 16) gives Ahaz the prof- 
j^fl; of a nearer deliverance, by telling him, that, 
C 3 by 



3B ISAIAH. Chap.VlL 

by thc^timc a child that might be bom of a young 
woman, then a virgin, (hould come to the age of 
didinguifhing between good and evil, that is, in a 
few years, the prefent enemies of Judah {hould be 
deflroyed, and there (hould be peace in the land ; 
of which fuch delicate food as butter and honey 
was an emblem. 

The prophecy, however, is introduced with fo 
much folemnity, the circumftances of it fo pecu- 
liarly marked, and the name of the child fo em- 
phatic, that however applicable the terms might 
be to the c^fe immediately in view, they muft be 
allowed to refer chiefly to the great Deliverer, 
who was afterwards to be born of a virgin ; and 
who, in the fequel of this very prophecy (viii. 8,) 
is chara£lerifed as Lord or Prince of the land of 
Judah.— We muft always remember, that it is 
the manner of this Prophet to conne£l temporal 
and fpiritual deliverances together, and that fre- 
quently the view of the latter, rufliing powerfully 
on his mind, abfords, as it were, every thought of 
the former. 

With regard to the more immediate accom- 
plifhment of this prophecy, fee 2 Kings xv. 30, 
and xvi, 9, where we have an account of the cap- 
tivity of Ifrael and Syria by Tiglath-pilefer, an4 
of the death of Pckah and Retzin, all within three 
years after the date of this predi£lion. 

Notwithftanding the Prophet's aflurances of de- 
liverance^ Ahaz could not truft in God, but ap- 
plied 
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plied for aid to the king of Affyria (2 Kings xvi. 
7, 8.) Upon which the Prophet foretels the ca- 
lamities about to cnfue from this powerful ally, 
** the hired razor," whofc forces, aided by Egyp- 
tian auxiliaries, (Ufh. Annal. ad A. M. 32^24,) 
God would hid, like fo many fwarms of infers, for 
the purpofe of dcfolating all parts of his country, 
and plundering or cutting off all ranks of people, 
from the higheft to the lowed (17 — 20.) 

The remaining verfes (21—25) contain a beau- 
tiful and pathetic defcription of a land utterly de- 
f<>late and forfaken : " the vineyards and corn 
fields, before well cultivated, are now over-run 
with briers and thorns ; the pafture fo rank, and 
the cattle left upon it fo few, that a young cow, 
and a couple of fhecp, having full range, (hall 
yield abundance of milk to the fcanty family of 
the owner : the thinly fcattcred people live not 
on corn, wine, and oil, the produce of cultiva- 
tion, but on milk and honey, the gifts of nature ; 
and the whole land is given up to the wild beads ; 
fo that the miferable inhabitants are forced to go 
out with bows and arrows, either to defend them- 
felves againd thofe wild beads, or to procure 
fudenance by hunting." 

Although this prophecy may relate more imme- 
diately to the invafion of Sennacherib, it is pro- 
bable, from the drong terms of it, th^t it may have 
«i further view to the calamities that were in- 
C 4 flidcd 
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fliftcdby the king of Babylon j who may be dc- 
ii^ned by his former title of king of Affyria. 

VIII, The foregoing chapter, with the firXl four 
vcrfes of this, refers only to the kingdom of Ju- 
dah ; the fixth and feventh verfes feem to refer 
to that of Ifrael, which, for rejefting the gentle 
flream of Siloah (nigh Jerufalem) would be over- 
flown by the great river of Aflyria ; alluding to 
the conquefts. of Tiglathpilefer and Shalmancfer 
over that kingdom. The 8th verfe again refers to 
the kingdom of Judah, which would be in fuch 
imminent danger from the fame quarter (under 
Sennacherib) as a man that is drowning, when hq 
can but juft keep his head above the waters. 

The two next verfes (9, 10) are addrefled by th« 
Prophet to the Ifraelites and Syrians, confederated 
again ft Judah, and perhaps to all the enemies of 
God's people ; affuring them that all their efforts 
would be fruitlefs, for that the promifed Imma- 
NUEL (or God with us) would be the defence of 
his people. He then proceeds to warn his coun- 
trymen againft idolatry, divination, and the like 
finful practices ; exhorting them to truft in God, 
jand feek direftion from his word, profefling (in ^ 
beautiful apoftrophe to God, ver. 17,) that this was. 
his own pious refolution. And, to enforce this 
counfel, and ftrengthen their faith, he points to 
his children, whofc fymbobc names were figns or 
pledges of the divine promifes, the one (chap. vi.. 
;^3) implying that a remnant Ibould return from 

thQ 
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the captivity; the other (chap^ viii. 1 — 3) that 
their enemies were devoted to dcftru6lion : inti^^ 
mating withal, that the faithful, who fliould attend 
to his counfel, fhould find fecurity ; while the 
generality of the nation would be involved in the 
utmoft diflrcfs,' in confequencc of their rejefUng 
it (11 — 22.) — That this part of the prophecy 
refpefts principally the time of the Mefliah'* 
manifeftation, when the generality of the Jews 
rejefted him, and thereby incurred the moft dread- 
ful calamities, is plain from the references made 
to it in the following places, Rom. ix. 33, 1 Pet, ii» 
8, Matt. xxi. 44, Heb. ii. 13. 

IX. The firft vcrfe of this chapter ought to have 
been joined to the preceding, and then the next 
fix verfes conclude this fcftion with an illuflriou* 
prophecy of the Mefliah. He is reprefented by 
the figure of the fun, or light, riling on a be^ 
nighted world, and difFufing joy and gladnefs 
wherever he fheds his beams (2, 3.) His con- 
quefls are aflonifhing and miraculous, as in the 
day of Midian (Judges vii,) and the peace which 
they procure is to be lafting, as denoted by the 
burning of all the implements of war (4, 5.) The 
perfon and chara6ler of this great Deliverer 
;( already pointed out by the name of Immanuel, 
born of a virgin) are then fet forth in the mofl 
magnificent terms which either heaven or earth 
^uW furnifh (6 ;) the extent of his kingdom is 

dcclare4 
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declared to be univcrfal, and the durj:!on of it 
eternal (7.) 

From ver. 8tli of this chapter, to the end of the 
4th ver. of chap. x. though broken by an iinproper 
divifion of the chapters, is one diftinft prophecy; 
a beautiful piece, remarkable for its elegance and 
regularity. It relates chiefly, if not altogether, to 
the kingdom of Ifrael, and is divided into four 
parts, or ftanzas, each threatening the particular 
punifhmcnt of fome heinous fm : — of pride, in 
flighting the divine judgments (8 — 12 ;) — of pcr- 
feverancc in vice (13 — 17;) — of impiety, fprcad- 
ing like a conflagration (18 — 21 ;) — and of injuf- 
ticc (chap. X. 1 — 4.) To each part is added a 
diftich menacing further vengeance, and forming, 
as it were, " the burden of the fong.*' 

X. At the 5th ver. of this chapter, begins a new 
and diftinft prophecy continued to the end of 
chap. xii. The fubjeft of this chapter is the in- 
vation of Sennacherib and tlie dcfh'u6lion of his 
army. That mighty monarch is reprefented as a 
rod in the hand of God to correft his people for 
their fins ; and his ambitious purpofes, contrary 
to his own intentions, are made fubfeiA'ient to the 
great dcfigns of providence (5 — 11.) Having ac- 
compliflied this work, the Almighty takes account 
of his impious vauntings (12 — 14.) and threatens 
utter deftru£Uon to the fmall and great of his 
army, reprefented by the thorns and the glory of 
thcforcft(i5 — ig.) lliis leads the Prophet to 

comfort 
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comfort his countrymen with the promife of this 
fignal interpofition of God in their favour (20 — 
27, with chap, xxxvii. 35.) — The clofe of tlie 
chapter gives a brief dcfcription of the march of 
Sennacherib towards Jcrufalem, and of the alarm 
and terror which he fpread every where as he 
haftened forward (28^ — 32.) The fpirit and ra- 
pidity of the dcfcription is admirably fuitcd to 
the fubjeft. You fee the affrighted people fleeing, 
and the eager invader purfuing. You hear the 
cries of one city echo to thofe of another, and 
groan fwiftly fuccecds to groan, till at length the 
rod is lifted over thclaft citadel. — In this critical 
iituation, however, the promife of a divine in- 
terpofition is feafonably renewed (33, 34 ;) the 
fcene inftantly changes, the uplifted arm of this 
mighty tyrant is at once arreftcd and laid low by 
the hand of heaven; and the mind is equally 
pleafed with the equity of the judgment, and 
the beauty andmajefly of the dcfcription. 

XI. In the clofe of the preceding chapter, the 
Prophet had defcribed the overthrow of the Affy- 
rian army under the image of a mighty forcfl, 
npw laid low by the ax, weilded by the hand of 
fomc fupcrior agent. In oppofition to this, he 
reprefents the Great Deliverer, who makes the 
fubje6l of this chapter (fee Rom. xv. 12.) as a 
flender twig (hooting up from the root of an old 
withered llcm ; which tender plant, fo weak in 
Jtppcarance, (liould neverthclefs become fruitful 

and 
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?ind mighty.— This fubjed flows naturally from 
that of the preceding chapter, and affords a 
ftriking inftance of that method fo common with 
the Prophets, efpccially with Ifaiah, of taking oc- 
cafion from the mention of fome great and tempo- 
ral deliverance, to launch out into the difplay of 
the fpiritual deliverance of God's people by the 
Mefliah. — The beautiful affemblage of images by 
which the peace and happinefs of His kingdom 
are fet forth in this chapter cannot be fufficiently 
admired.-—" The wolf and the leopard, no longer 
fierce, lie down with the lamb and the kid ; the 
calf and the young lion arc led in the fame peace* 
ful band, and that by a little child ; and the heifer 
iind the fhe-bear feed together, and lodge their 
young, of whom they ufed to be fo jealous, in the 
fame place ; all the ferpent kind are fo harmlefs, 
that the fucking child may put his hand on the 
t)afilifk's den, and play on the hole of the afpic." 

The Greek and Latin Poets have painted their 
golden age in very beautiful colours, but the ex- 
quifitc imagery of Ifaiah Hands unequalled and 
inimitable. 

It is hardly neccflary to obferve, that thefe figu-r 
rative expreflions of the Prophet denote the power 
of the gofpel in changing the hearts, tempers, and 
lives of the word of men. O^ this happy power 
-there has been in every age a cloud of witneffes, 
although its mofl glorious aera, predicted here, 
liiay not yet be arrived. 

The 
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TTie latter part of the chapter (lo— .16,) in 
which there are many beautiful allufions to the 
Exodus from Egypt, feems to refer principally 
to the future re fto ration of the Jews from their 
feveral difperfions, and to that happy period, 
when they and the Gentiles fhall ftand together 
under the banner of Jcfus, and unite their zeal in 
extending the limits of His kingdom. 

XII. Accordingly, this hymn, connefted with 
what goes before, fecms more applicable to fuch a 
period of the Chriftian church, than to any 
period whatever under the Jewifh difpenfation* 
The Jews themfelves applied it to the times of the 
Mefliah ; for it was their cuflom, on the lafl day 
of the feafl of tabernacles, to draw water in a 
golden pitcher from the well of Siloam, and to 
pour it, mixed with wine, on the facrifice as it lay 
on the altar, (inging all the while a part of this 
hymn (efpecially ver. 3,) with great rejoicings, 
and looking forward to that abundance of blef- 
fings which they expefted in the times of the 
Mefliah, and of which this ceremony was a very 
fignificant emblem. Our Saviour like wife applies 
this ceremony to himfelf, and to the effufion o( 
the Holy Spirit in the gofpcl-timcs (John vii. 

XIII. XIV. Thcfe two chapters (flriking off 
the lafl five verfes of the latter, which belong to 
a quite different fubjeft,) contain one entire pro- 
phecy, foretelling the deftru6lion of Babylon by 

the 
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the Medes and Pcrfians, and delivered near 20a 
years before its accomplifhment. The captivity 
itfclf, Mrhich the Prophet here takes for granted 
as a thing certain, without mentioning it, did not 
fully take place till about 130 years after this pre- 
^i^ion was delivered ; and the Medes, who are 
cxprefsly mentioned (ver. 7,) as the principal 
agents in overturning this great monarchy, and 
releafing the Jews from their captivity, were at 
that time a people of no account, forming only a 
province of the AlTyrian empire. 

The prophecy divides itfclf into two parts ; the 
firfl is remarkable for fublimity of thought and 
elegance of ftile, and the lafl is a triumphant ode 
or fong of unequalled excellence, — ^The fubjeft 
opens with the command of God to aflemble the 
forces dcftined for this fervice (2, 3.) Upon 
which the Prophet immediately hears the tumul- 
tuous noife of nations crowding to the ftandard of 
Jehovah : he fees them advancing from all . quar- 
ters to execute the purpofes of his vengeance (4, 
5.) The dreadful confequenccs of this vifitation 
are then dcfcribcd, and the terror and difmay of 
thofe who arc the objcfts of it (6 — 10.) And to 
heighten this terror, the fpccch is transferred un- 
awares (at ver. 11,) from the Prophet to God 
himfclf, who is introduced in perfon, fetting 
forth, by a variety of the moft ftriking images, 
the dreadful dcflrudion of the inhabitants of 
Babylon, and the cvcrlafling defolation of that 

great 
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great city (iir— 22.) Never was a dcfcription of 
any objcA of terror worked up to fuch a pitch as 
this,— even to the falling of the ftars and the 
(baking of the heavens ! 

The deliverance of Judah from captivity, the 
confequence of this great revolution, is then de- 
clared in a few words (chap. xiv. i — ^3,) which 
introduces with the greatefl eafe and propriety, 
the triumphant ode or fong on that fubjeft (4— 
tS,) But the various fcencs, fpcakcrs, and tran- 
fitions of this ode, it will be proper to point out 
in their order : — " A chorus of Jews is firfl intro- 
duced, cxprefling their furprifc and aftonifhmcnt 
at the fudden downfal of Babylon, and its op-" 
preflive tyrant. The harralTcd kingdoms, or their 
aulers, denoted by the fir-trees and cedars of Le- 
banon, (hout with joy, and the whole earth and 
its produ6lions raife their voice along with them 
over the fallen tyrant, and vaunt of their fecu- 
rity, now he is no more. — The fcene is then 
changed (9,) and a new fet of pcrfons introduced: 
—the regions of the dead arc laid open, and liadcs 
is reprefented as roufmg up the fhadcs of the de- 
parted monarchs. They rife from their thrones to 
meet the King of Babylon on his arrival, and in- 
fult him on his being reduced to the fame abjctl 
condition with thcmfelves* This is one of the 
boldeft figures ever attempted in poetry, and is 
executed with aftonifhing brevity, perfpicuity, 
and force*— You arc to foi^n to youri'clf an idea 

of 
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of an immenfe fub terraneous vault, a vaft gloomy 
cavern, all around the (ides of which there ar& 
cells (in the manner of the Jcwifti fepulchres) to 
receive the dead bodies : here the decea&d moi 
narchs lie in a diftinguifhed fort of ftate, fuitablc 
to their former rank, each on his own couch, with 
his arms befide him, and his chiefs around him^ 
Thefe illuftrious fhades rife at once from their 
couches, and advance to the entrance of the ca- 
vern to meet the king of Babylon, and to infult 
Kim on his fall.^-^The Jews noW refume the 
fpeech (12 ;) they addrcfs the king of Babylon as 
the morning ftar fallen from heaven, the firft in 
fplendor and dignity fallen from his high ftate : 
they introduce him as uttering the moft cxtrava-« 
gant vaunts of his power and ambitious defigns in 
his former glory, which are ftrongly contrafted in 
the clofe with this prefent low condition. — Im- 
mediately follows a different fcene, happily ima- 
gined to diverfify the fame fubjeft* Certain per- 
fons are introduced who light upon the corpfe of 
the king of Babylon, caft out, and lying naked on 
the bare ground ; fo disfigured among the common 
flain, that it is feme time before they know him, 
*rhey accofl him with the fevereft taunts; bit-* 
terly reproach him with his deftruftive ambition, 
which brought upon him fo ignominious ,an end, 
and leave him with execrating his name, race, and 
pofterity. — To complete the whole, God is intro- 
duced (21 5) declaring the fate of Babylon, the 

utter 



utter extirpation ct the royal fioHily, atti tfae total 
defolation. of the city; the delivorance of his 
people, and the deftru£^ion of his enemies ; con- 
iirming the irreveriible decree by the awful fanc» 
tion of his oath; 

The images of this ode ate fb VarioniS^ fo nu# 
ttierous, and fo fublime ; exprelTed with fuch 
Ibrce, in fuch elevated words^ figutieS, and fen«« 
tences, that it is impoflible to coneeivd any thing 
of the kind more perfeft. We hear th^.Jcws> 
the cedars of Lebanon^ the king of Babylon, the 
ghods of departed monarchs, and thofe Who find 
the king*s cdrpfe, and even God himfelf fpeak«> 
ing; and we behold each of them a£ling his 
refpeftive part, as it were in fome wcU-caft drama. 
The perfons are numerous, but not confufed) 
bold, but not extravagant ; a noble, fublime, and 
truly divine fpirit glows in every fentcnce ; no-* 
thing can be found deficient, nothing redundant^ 
-—In a word, for beauty of difpofitionj ftrength o^ 
colourings greatnefs <jf fentiment, brevity, per- 
fpicuity, and force of cxpreflion, this ode of 
ifaiah (lands amoxlg all the monuments of antii^ 
quity unrivalled.'** 

It only remains to be obferved, that^ at the pro*- 
cife period predift'ed, the prophecy Was punftually 
fulfilled (Daniel chap. V.) This great eityj thi 
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glory of kingdoms ; a city 60 miles in compafs, in* 
clofed with a wall, by the lowed account 200 feet 
high and 50 broad, to that fix chariots could drive 
abreaft on it; fortified' every where with towers^ 
and fecured by 100 gates of brafs: a city whofe 
beauty, ftrcngth, and grandeur ; whofe temples, 
palaces, and hanging-gardens, were the wonder 
of the world— became as- the ruin of Sodom and 
Gom()rrah« Not a veftige of its buildings, even 
of the-grcaftower in the temple of Belus, which^ 
occupied a fquare of a quarter of a mile, is now 
to be found. Its frail materials (confiding pf 
bricks dried in the fun,) are diflblved into their 
primitive earth.- All is mouldered into dud', and 
funk into a morafs. And, as the Prophet fore*- 
told, the place where it ftood is fo completely- 
occupied with all manner af wild beafts and fer- 
pents, that, travellers' tell us they dare not come 
nearer it than half ft league : and thus if mud ever 
remain; . for it is doomed never to be inhaHud, 

When we. compare fuch predi£lions with their 
events, what . awful and fwblime ideas do they 
"gjv^ q£ GodJr.whs^t loud warnings to fear hv» 
judgments! , 

». The five lafl: verfes of this prophecy, contain 
fevere thre^tjenings againft the Philiftines. Uzj- 
^i?ihKa(J fj^ue^ them (fee 2 Cl>rpn. xxvi. S^ ^^ 
but during the diftrefs of Ahaz, they invaded Ju- 
dea, and poflCdfed th^mfelvc* of f^ipid of its cities. 
On the death of Ahaz, Ifaiah delivers this pro- 
V* 4 -^ phecy, 
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J)hecy, threatening them with the dcftru&ion that 
Hezekiah, the fon of Ahaz, and great grandfoxt 
of Uiziah, {hould bring upon them (fee 2 Kings 
xviii. 8.)— «-Uzziah, therefore, mud be meant by 
the rod that fmott them, and by the ferpent from 
tohom Jhould Jpring a Jlying Jiery ftrptnt j that is 
Hezekiah, a much more terrible enemy than 
Uzziah had been. 

XV. This and the following chapter, are one 
prophecy, probably delivered in the ift, and ac*. 
compliftied in the 4th year of Hezekiah (xvi. 14,) 
when Shalmanefar invaded the kingdom of Ifrael. 
He might probably march through Moab, take 
poflefllon of its principal ftrong places, Ar and 
Kirhares, and occafion that general diflrcfs which 
the Prophet paints in fuch ftrong and lively co* 
lours. — In the nekt chapter, 

XVI. The diftrefs of Moab by this ihvafion is 
ftill more pathetically defcribed, by a variety of 
circumftances connefted with the defolation of 
the country ; and particularly by the fon of the 
prince or ruler of the land, being forced to flee 
for his life through the defart, that he may efcape 
to Judea: and the young women, like young 
birds feared from the neft, wade helplefs through 
the fords of Arnon, the boundary of their 
country', to feek proteflion in fome foreign land. 
Indeed, rll the circumftances that enter into the 
defcription — the languifhing of the vine — the 
ceafmg of the vintage-fhouting— -and the found of 
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the Prophet's bowels quivering like a harp-^are 
moft happily chofcn. The 3d, 4th, and 5th vcrfes 
»re addreffed to Sion, recommending mercy 
towards her enemies in their diflrefs, and en« 
couraging her to look for more (ignal ble dings 
under the MefTiah, and more immediately under 
Hezekiah, who was a type of him, 

XVII, This prophecy, by its title, fhould relate 
only to Damafcus ; but it relates no Icfs to the 
kingdom of Samaria, confederated with Damafcus 
and Syria again ft Jerufalem, The firft three verfcs 
dcfcribe the judgments of Damafcus; the next 
three, thofc of Ifrael ; the 7th and 8th dcfcribe 
the good effefts of thofc judgments on the fmall 
remnant or gleaning that ftiould efcape them ; the 
9th, loth, and lith, rcprcfcnt the fame judg- 
ments in other, but ftrongcr terms, and impute 
them to their irreligion and negleft of God. 

This prophecy was fulfilled by Tiglath-pilefer^s 
taking Damafcus, and carrying the people cap- 
tive to Kir (2 Kings xvi. 9,) and by his carrying, 
a great part of the Ifraelites alfo captive to Afly- 
ria. — In regard to Ifrael, the prophecy was ftill 
more fully accomplifhcd by the final overthrow 
of the kingdom, and the captivity of the people a 
few years after by Shalmanefcr. 

The three lafl verfes of the chapter are a dif- 
tinft prophecy,^ a beautiful detached piece, worked 
up with the grcateft elegance, fublimity, and pro- 
priety, arid forming a noble dcfcription of the 

formidable 
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formidable invafion, and fudden overthrow of 
Sennacherib, exaftly fuitable to the event (chap» 
xxxvii. 35 — ^37.)— -Such ruin, remarks the Pro- 
phet, is the portion of the enemies of the people 
of God. 

XVIII. This prophecy is obfcure, and the 
hiftory and people to which it refers, doubt* 
fill. It was probably defigned to give the Jews, 
and perhaps the Egyptians (whofe country is 
fuppofed to be n^eant, ver. 1 , 2, and with whom 
many Jews reftded,) an intimation of God's in* 
terpoittion in favour of Sion {3, 4,) and of his 
counfels in regard to the dcftruftion of their com* 
mon enemy, Sennacherib, whofe vaft army, juft 
as he thought his projcfts ripe, and ready to be 
crowned with fuccefs (5,) fliould become a prey 
to the beafts of the field, and to the fowls of hea- 
ven (6 ;) and that Egypt fhould be grateful to 
God for the deliverance voufhfafcd her, (ver. n^ 
with 2 Chron. xxpcii. 23.) 

The winged cymbal was an inftrumpnt of mufic 
ufed by the Egyptians in their facrifice$ to Ifis ; 
their country is a long vale extending fo 75Q 
miles ; made level and fmooth by the overflowing 
of the Nile, meafured after thcfe inundations, iij 
order to afcertain the boundaries, and the feed 
then trodden down in the mud left by the river.—- 
The prophecy is delivered to mcilengers that 
lurere probably fcnt by the Egyptians, either to 
^ 3 bring 
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bring tidings of Sennacherib, or to form an alliance 
with the Jews againft him, 

XIX. Soon after the deftruflion of Scnnachc* 
rib's army, by which the Egyptians were freed 
from fo powerful an enemy, their country became 
a prey to intefline broils, which ended in anarchy, 
and in the divifion of the kingdom among twelve 
tyrants. To this fucceeded the folc dominion of 
Pfamitichus for fifty-four years. This was foU 
lowed by the conqueft of Nebuchadnefar, which 
again gave place to that of the Perfians, under 
Cambyfes the fon of Cyrus, The yoke of the 
Perfians was fo grievous, that the concjucft of 
them by Alexander may well be confidered as a 
deliverance into Egypt, which he and his fuc- 
ceffors greatly favoured.-.r^To all thefe events the 
Prophet fecms to have had a view in this chapter. 
He likewife intimates (18, &c,) the propagation 
pf the true religion in Egypt and Syria under 
Alexander and his fucceffors, the Ptolomies ; the 
firfl of whom, firnamed Soter, may be alluded to 
by the fynonymous names in ver, 20th ; although 
in their higheft fenfe, they muft undoubtedly be 
referred to the great Saviour, In the time of this 
Ptolomy, there was one million of Jews in that 
country, who all worfhipped the God of their 
fathers, taught and fpread the knowledge of him, 
and confequently paved the way for an early re- 
ception of the gofpel in this and the neighbouring 
countries (23 — 25,)— .fc^r its triumph over idolatry 

in 
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ki their priivcipal c^ies, and even in thjkt city 
-yvhofe very iHime denomixiated its being devoted 
to .the worihip of the fun.* — ^The difperfion of 
the Jews of old was like cafting the feed, pf true 
religion abroad in the earth ;. and their, difperlion 
at prefent may be yet made equally benefici<U iil 
ks confequences to the world. 

The Nile abounded in fifties — its inundations, 
in proportion to their rife, made the land fruit- 
ful ;— the Egyptians prided much in the antiquity 
pf their government — their fame for wifdom— • 
their fine linen, &ic.— hence the propriety of the 
Prophet's allufions to all thofe circumflances. 
, When the Aflyrians firft: invaded Judea, the 
terror of thi« report, before they made a defcent 
pn Egypt, is fuppofed to be alluded to in ver. 1 7* 
See g Kings xviii. 13, and Ulh. Annal. 

XX, Tarthan, general to Sargon (-one of the 
;names of Sennacherib) king of Affyria, befieged 
Aihdod, which probably belonged at that time to 
^he king of Judah (2 Kings xviii, 18.) The in- 
habitants expefted to be relieved by the Cuftiitcs 
j(or Ethiopians) and Egyptians. Ifaiah was or* 
dered to go uncovered, that is, without his upper 
garment, the rough mantle worn by the Prophets 
.(Zech. xiii* 4,) probably three days, a day for a 
.year, according to the prophetic rule (Num. xiv. 
g4. Ezck. iv. 6,) to ftiew that within three years

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Aflidod Ihould be taketi, after the defeat of thtf

This warning had a view to the nation of th<9 
Jews (ver. 6,) who were generally inclined to 
rely on the aid of £gypt more than on (h«|t pi 
Cod. 

XXI, The firft ten vcrfes of this chapter con^r 
tain a predidiOn of the taking of Babylon by the 
Medes and Perfians.-^It opens with the Prophet's 
feeing at a diftance the dreadful ftorm that is ga*^ 
f hering, and ready to burft On Bubylon, whiqh, by 
the flooding of the Euphrates, was to become 4 
ft^rfhy dcfart (ver, i,)-»-The event is intimated in 
general terms, and God's orders iflued to Elam 
(the old name of Pcrfia) and to Media, to fet for*- 
ward On the expedition (2.) Upon this the Pro- 
phet enters at onpe into the midft of the aftion^ 
;u^d introduces Babylon exprefling in the ftrongcft 
terms her aflonifliment and horror pn the fuddei^ 
furprife pf the city, at tlie very feafon devoted to 
pleafurc and f^ftivity (3, 4.) He then defcribes, 
in his own perfon, the fituation of things there ; 
the fecurity of the Babylonians; and, in the 
midft of their feafting, the fudden alarm of war 
(5.) The event is then declared in a very fingu- 
Jar but elegant manner, God orders the Prophet 
to fct a watchman to look out, and to report what 
Jie fees (6,) }ie fees two companies (or their 

leaders^ 
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leaders) marching onward, rcprefinting, by theif 
appearance, the two nations that were to execute 
God's- orders, and *who rode on mules (dr aiTes) 
and camels (See Ilerodot. i. 80,) and then declares 
Sabylon is fallen (7 — 9.) 

The Prophet then makes a Ihort application of 
the prophecy to the Jews (10,) partly in the per- 
fon of God, and partly in his own : my tkrejh* 
ing — " O my people, whom I fhall fubjeft to tho 
Babylonians, to leparatc the chaff from the corn, 
your puniibinent will have an end in the dedruc- 
)ion of your oppreflbrs." 

It is remarkable that Babylon, as intimated (4, 
J,) was taken on the night of the annual feftival, 
when the inhabitants Were in the midft of theif 
jrcvellings. 

The fhort prophecy in the 11th and 12th verfes 
is very obfcure. The Edomites as well as the 
Jews were fubducd by the Babylonians. They 
inquire of the Prophet how long their fubjeftion 
was to laft. He intimates, that the Jews were to 
be delivered from their captivity, not lb the Edo- 
mites. — Some fuppofc that the prophecy relates 
to the fucceffion of light and darknefs, which the 
landofldumea had experienced in gofpel -times. 
But this revolution is not peculiar to Idumea, 
Mahometan darknefs has covered other caftcrij 
countries that once enjoyed the light of the gofpel 
f)LS well as Dumah. Commcntaturo ou this palTage 

givQ 
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give lis no more fatIsfa6lion than the Proj.het 
himfclf ; If ye will inquire, inquire ye j come again^ 

The remaining verfes of the chapter (13 — 17,) 
contain a prophecy rcfpefting Arabia. Senna- 
cherib, in his firft march to Judea, might perhaps 
over-run thefc fcveral clans of Arabians, and their 
diftrefs on that occafion may be the fubjctt of this 
prophecy, delivered within a year of its com- 
pletion. 

XXII. The prophecy which begins this chap- 
ter, and ends with vcrfc 14th, relates to Jerufa- 
1cm. It foretels the invafion of that city by the 
Aflfyrians, under Sennacherib ; or by the Chal- 
deans, under Nebuchadnefar ; or probably il may 
have a view to both. Sec 2 Kings xxv. 4, 5, and 
2 Chron. xxxii. 2 — 5. 

The prophecy concerning Shcbna the treafurer, 
which comes next (15 — 25.) feems to have no re- 
lation to the foregoing, only that Shcbna might be 
a principal perfon among thofe whofe luxury and 
profanencfs the Prophet had been reprehending 
(11 — 13.) Eliakim, according to the predIdion,was 
aftually ireafurcr in the time of Sennacherib's 
invafion (chap, xxxvi. 22, and 2 Kings xviii. 18.) 
—From Eliakim the Prophet, in his ufual manner 
of pafling from things temporal to things fpiritual, 
makes a tranfition to the Mefiiah, of whom Elia- 
kim was a type, and to whom the words will bed 
^pply, (compare 21 — 24, with Rev. iii. 7^) In 

the 
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the laft: vcrfe, the fentcnce againfl Shcbna is agaiii 
confirmed. 

XXIII. This prophecy denounces the dcftruc- 
tion of Tyre by Ncbuchadnefar. It was delivered 
at leafl 1 25 years before its accomplifhment, at a 
time when the Babylonians were the fubjefts and 
ilaves of the Affyrian empire (ver. 13,) and when 
fuch an event was, in human appearance, very 
improbable. It opens with an addrefs to the 
Tyrian traders and failors in Tarfhifh, (or Tar- 
tedus in Spain,) a place which they much fre- 
quented. The flourifhing ftate of Tyre is then 
enlarged upon, and contraftcd with its impend- 
ing ruin (1 — 14.) After this the Prophet foretels 
it fhould again recover its fplendor, when the 
period fixed for the duration of the Babylonian 
empire fhould expire ; which accordingly it did, 
not only after its firft deftruftion by Ncbuchad- 
nefar, but alfo after a fecond dcllrudionby Alex- 
smder (15 — 17.) The laft verfe is fuppofcd to 
refer to its early converfion of Chriflianity. See 
A6ls xxi. 4. Thus God tempers his judgments 
with mercy; and that mercy abufed, calls for 
judgments ftill more fevcre. Accordingly Tyre 
is now a mere ruin ; or, to ufc the words of 
another Prophet, a place tofprcad nets ups,a (Ezck. 
xxvi. 14.) 

XXIV. Having declared the fate of fcvcral 
other nations (from chap, xiii.) the Prophet now 
reveals the judgments that were impending, over 

the 
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the people of God thcmfclvcs. The pifture of 
diflrcfs is delineated in llrong colours, heightened 
by the enumeration of many ftr iking and con- 
cx>mitant circumftances.. But whether the defo-" 
lation here fpoken of was that occafioned by 
Shalmanefer, Nebuchadncfar, or the Romans, is 
not certain. Perhaps 'it may have a view to all 
the three, efpccially the laft, to which fome parts- 
of the dcfcription feem marc particularly appli- 
cable (17 — 23, with Matt. xxiv» 29,) But tho 
images, though thus general, fufficiently fhew thq 
^eatnefs of the calamity, which would only leave 
a fmall remnant in the land, as it were the gleaner 
ings of the vintage (13.) The reft, fcattered over 
all the neighbouring countries, fpread there the 
knowledge of God, and paved the way for the 
gofpcl (14 — 16.) In the clofe of the chapter, 
God (by alluding to the Eaftern cuftom of allow* 
ing perfons to remain long in a dungeon before 
their ftate is inquired into) promifes to revifit and 
reftore his people in the laft age, when the king* 
dom of God fliall be eftablifhcd in fuch perfc6lion 
as wholly to eclipfe the glory of the temporary 
and typical kingdom which then fubfifted (21 
—23.) 

XXV, The fhort glance which the Prophet 
gave at the promilcd reftoration of the people 
of God and the Mefliah's kingdom, in the cloi'e 
pf the preceding chapter, makes him break out 
into a fong of prs^ife in this, where, although he 

now 
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now and then celebrates the praifes of God for 
temporal mercies, fuch as the deftru£lion of th9 
cities of his enemies, (ver. «d, alluding to pre- 
ceding prophecies,) the ruin of Moab (10-^12,) 
and the like interpofitions ; yet he feems to fee ge- 
nerally imprcded with a more lively fenfc of fu- 
ture and higher bleffings under the gofpel difpen- 
fation. Thefe blcflings are dcfcribcd under the 
figure of a feafl made for all nations (ven 6, with 
Luke xiv. 16,) the removing of a veil from thcrr 
faces (7,) the abolition of death, the cxclufion of 
all forrow, and the cxtin6iion of all enemies (8 — 
12.) This hymn, which the Prophet himfelf 
begins, is beautifully varied and enlivened by the 
change of perfons, particularly by the chorus in- 
troduced at ver. 9. — The Chriftian church i^ 
frequently figured by a mountain (6, 7, 10,) in 
allufion to the temple, built on mount Sion« 

XXVI. This chapter, like the foregoing, is a 
fong of praife, in which thankfgivings for tem- 
poral and fpiritual mercies arc beautifully mingled, 
though the latter ilill predominate. Even the 
fublimc and evangelic do6lrine of the rcfurreftion 
feems here to be hinted at, and made to typify 
the deliverance of the people of God from a ftatc 
of the lowed mifcry ; the captivity, the general 
difperfion, or both. This hymn too, like the 
preceding, is beautifully diverfificd by the fx-e- 
quent change of fpcakers. It opens with a chorus 
of the Church, celebrating the pr-otcftion vouch- 

fafcd 
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fafed by God to his people, and the happinefs of 
the righteous whom he guards, contrafted with 
the mifery of the wicked whom he punifhes (l 
—7.) To this very naturally fucceeds their own 
pious rcfolution of obeying, trufting, and delight- 
ing in God (8.) Here the Prophet breaks in, in 
his own perfon, eagerly catching the laft words of 
the chorus, which were perfedly unifon to the 
feelings of his own foul, and which he beautifully 
repeats, as one mufical inftrument reverberates 
the found of another on the fame key with it. He 
makes likewife a fuitable refponfe to what had 
been faid on the judgments of God, and obferves 
their different efFefts on the good and the bad j 
improving the one and hardening the other (9— 
11.) After this a chorus of Jews exprefs their 
gratitude to God for paft deliverances, make con- 
feflion of their fins, and fupplicate his favour; 
which they had been long expefting (12—18.) 
To this God makes a gracious reply, promiifing 
deliverance that ftiould be as life from the dead 
(19.) And the Prophet concludes with exhorting 
his people to patience and refignation, till God 
fends the deliverance he has promifed (20, 21.) 

XXVn. The fubjeft of this chapter is the na- 
ture, meafure, and defign of God's dealings with 
his people ; — his judgments inflifted on their ene- 
mies (ver. 1 ;) his conflant care and prote6lion of 
his favourite vineyard, in the form of a dialogue 
.(2 — 6;) the lenity with which his judgments 

have 
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have been tempered (7, 8 ;) the end and defign of 
them, namely, to recover from idolatry (9,) though 
in the mean time they muft be correfted for their 
fins (9, 11;) after which they (hould be recalled, 
on their repentance, from their fcveral difperr 
fions, in the latter days (12, 13.) — ^The firft verfe 
feems to conneft better with the foregoing chap- 
ter. The monfters it fpeaks of, may be emblems 
of the enemies of the Church in general. 

XXVIII. This chapter begins with a denun- 
ciation of the approaching ruin of the Ifraelites 
by Shalmanefcr, whofe power is compared to a 
tempeft or flood, and his kecnnefs to the avidity 
■with which one plucks and fwallows the grape 
that is foonefl ripe (1 — 4.) It then turns to the 
two tribes of Judah and Benjamin, who were to 
continue a kingdom after the final captivity of 
their brethren. It gives firfl a favourable prog.- 
noflication of their affairs under Hczekiah (5—- 
6 ',) but foon changes to reproofs and threaten- 
ings, for their intemperance (7, 8,) and their pro- 
fanenefs. For they arc introduced (9, 10) as not 
only fcornfuUy reje£ling, but alfo mocking and 
ridiculing the in ft ructions of the Prophet. To 
this God immediately retorts in terms alluding to 
their own mocking, but differently applied. 
** Yes, my dealing with you ihall be according to 
your own words ; in a country whither you fhail 
be carried captives, you muft, like children, learn 
a ftrange language, with a ftammcring tongue ; it 

fliall 
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fhall then be command upon command for youf 
punifliment ; it ftiall be line upon line to mark out 
your ruin (compare 2 Kings xxi. 13;) it fliall 
come upon you at different times, and by different 
degrees, till all my threatenings againft you be 
fulfilled" (11— 13.) The Prophet then addreffes 
thefe fcoffers (14,) who confider themfclvcs as 
perfeftly fecure from every evil (15,) and alfures 
them that there was no method under heaven but 
one, by which they cbuld be faved (16, with £ph« 
ii, 20,) that every other vain refource fhould fail 
in the day of vifitation (17, 18, with Matt, vii. 24 
—27.) He further adds, that the judgments of 
God were particularly levelled againft them, and! 
that all the means to which they trufted for 
warding them off fhould be to no purpofe (19, 20,) 
as the Almighty, who, on account of his patience 
and long-fuffcring, is amiably defcribed as unac« 
quainted with punifhing, had neverthelefs deter- 
mined to punifh them (21, 22.)-- The Prophet 
then concludes with a beautiful parable in ex- 
planation and defence of God*s dealing with 
his people. — " As the hufbandman ufes various 
methods in preparing his land, and adapting it ta 
the feveral kinds of feed to be fown with a ducf 
obfcrvation of times and feafons ; and when he 
hath gathered in the harveft, employs itiethods a$ 
various in feparating the corn from the ftraw and 
chaff by different inflruments, according to the 
nature ©f th6 different forts of grain ;-^fo God, 

with 
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With Uiverring wifdom and impartial juftice, in- . 
ilnnfts, admonUhes, and correfts hi^ people ; chaC- 
tifes and puniflies them in various ways, as the 
exigency of the o?ife requires; now more modc- 
rately^ now more feverely ; always tempering 
jufUce with mercy; iti Order to reclaim the 
wicked^ and improve the good ; and^ finally :t0 
Xepurate the pne from the other (23*j^hj9,) 

XXJX* TbejTubj^aof this, and the four folr 
ioaving chapters, is the invafion of Sennacherib i 
the ^rcat diftrefs of th« Jews while it continued ; 
their fuddea aud uncxpe^cd deliverance by 
God^s intierppfitioB in their favour; rthe fubfc- 
<qqent prjofperous ftate of fthc kingdopa under 
'Hezekiah, (who was alfo a type of Chrift,) interv 
fpcrfed with fevers reproofs and threatenings, {for 
their hypocrify, ftupidity, or want of truft in 
.God, and vain reliance on Egypt ; and with pro* 
ini£e3 of bettor times to fucceed foon, and alfo to 
be expefted in the future age of the Mpffiah. 
Thcfe chapters are not one, but fevcral difcourfes, 
.«plete with elegance and variety, although chiefly 
^n th^fame fubje€b. It may be proper, however, 
to point out the tranfitions from one part of the 
idifcourfe to another, beginning with this chapter: 

Vcrfe ir^^t^ Reprefent the diftrefs of ^ic\ (or 
Jerufalcm) on Sennacherib's kivafion, with.mani- 
feft allufion, however, to the ftill greater (lifeefs 
"Which it {ii&ced.f ram the Romans* 
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5— -8, Derc'ribc the difappointmcnt and fall of 
Sennacherib, in terms, like the event, the moft 
awful and terrible, 

^_i6, Set forth the ftupidity and hypocrify of 
the Jews, 

17, The rejeftion of the Jews, and calling of 
the Gentiles, 

18 — 24, Foretel the bleffings of Mefliah's king- 
dom, and the future reftoration of the Jews, 

XXX. 1 — 7, The Jews reproved for their re- 
liance on Egypt, which cxpofed them to great 
cxpence, beautifully defcribed in ver. 6th, by the 
beads of burden groaning under their prefcnts, 

8—1 7, Threatened for their obftinate adherence 
to this alliance. The image in the lad of thefe 
verfes is beautifully expreflive of their fate, 

18 — 26, Contain, under images the mod elegant 
and lofty, large.promifes of bleflings, and a refto^ 
♦ration to the favour of God under the Mefliah's 
reign. 

27 — 33, Denounce again the dreadful fall of 
'Senria<:herib*s army ; * an event fuppofed to be 
typical of the fall of Antichrift, and other ene* 
mies of the church of God ; it being very common 
in Scripture to accommodate the fame prophecy 
to more than one event. The defcription is made 
-up of majefly and terror, but darting here and 
there (29 and 32) a beam of joy amidft the ftorm, 
on the people in whofc favour God was to work a 
miracle, 

XXXI. 
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XXXI. 1 — 3, Tlie Jews are reproved again for 
their confidence in Egypt, finely contrafted with 
their neglcQ: of the power and proteftion of God^ 

4, 5^ Contain, notwithftanding, a promife of de"^ 
liverance and prote6lion, expreflcdby two fimilies, 
.the firft remarkably lofty and poetical, the latter 
fingularly beautiful and tender. — " As the mother*^ 
birds hovering over their young ; fo fhall Jehovah 
<iod of hofts proteft Jerufalem; protecting and 
delivering ; leaping forward and refcuing her." 

6, 7, Contain an exhortation to repentance, 
joined with the predi£lion of a more reformed 
period. 

8, 9, Conclude the chapter, like the preceding^ 
-with prophefying again the fall of Sennacherib. — 
'It was proper to dwell much on this important 
event, which, in human appearance, was very 
unlikely, the Affyrian being at that time the 
greateft empire in all the world. But what is 
all the world before the breath of the noftril of 
•Jehovah ! 

XXXII. 1 — 8j A prophecy of great profperity 
under Hezekiah, but in its higheft fcnfc appli- 
cable to Chrift, of whom Hezekiah was a type. 

. 9 — 14, A dcfcription of impending calamities; 
-fuppofed to refer not fo much to any diftrefs oc- 
.cafioned by Sennacherib, which was of fhort con- 
.tinuance. as to the invafion of the Chaldeans, or 
rather of the Romans. 

E 2 15, Another 
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15, An<ithcr intimation of the rcjeaion of the 
Jews, and calling of the Gentiles. 

16—20, All iipplicablc to the blcffings of the 
gofpel^timcs, and the future profperity of the 
Church. 

XXXllI. Continues the fame fubje6l in a mait^ 
ner peculiarly elegant. 

1—4, The Prophet addreffes himfelf to SensiaU 
chcrib briefly but ftrongly, exprefling the injullice 
ofhis ambitrous defigns, and the fudden diia|>t» 
pointment of them.— The cjaculatory prtiycr (ver, 
2) breathed out in tlie middle of this addre&, is 
highly cxpreflive of the Prophet's piety, and .has « 
very fine cfifeft. 

5, 6, A chorus of Jews is introduced, ackncyv^ 
ledging the mercy and power of 'God in rqgard ta 
them, and celebrating the wifdom and power of 
their king, (Herekiah,) who had placed in Him 
his confidence. 

7.*— p, Then follows a defcription of the diflreis 
and defpair of the Jews (and, as it were, the whole 
face of nature languifhing) on Sennacherib's 
marching againft their city, after Hezekiah, ac:* 
cording to treaty, had adually paid him an in>* 
tnenfe fum of money. See 2 Kings xviii. i4«--26. 

io*^i3, Upon which the Almighty is intrd- 
duced declaring he will interpofe in this critical 
junfturc, and difcomfit the enemies of his people, 

14*— 17, Then follows, in the perfonot thePro- 
phct, a defcription of the dreadful apprekenfions 

of- 
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ef the wicked in thpCe times of diftrefs and danger, 
(which, however, may be taken in a more exten- 
^ve meaning,) finely contralled with the calm 
confidence and fecurity of the righteous, and their 
glorious profpeft of felicity in the everlaiUng 
world. 

18—24, '^^ whole concludes with a defcrip* 
tfon of the fecurity of the Jews, under the pro- 
le&on of God, and of the wretched ilate of 
Sennacherib and his army, totally difcomfited, 
like a wreck upon the waters (23,) and become 
an eafy prey to the weakefl enemy .-^It l^s been 
already obferved that Sennacherib is confidered 
as a type of another enemy of the Church, fp 
that the prophecy, in this fecondary fenfc, may 
remain yet to be fulfilled, 

XXXIV. This and the next chapter form a 
^iflin^ fe^lion of prophecy, beautiful and fub* 
lime in the higheil degree. It confifls of twQ 
parts. This chapter, or firfl part, contains n 
denunciation of the Divine vengeance againfl all 
the enemies of the people or church of God. 
£dom and Bozrah are mentioned, a part for the 
.whole.. Accordingly, the Edomites and neigh* 
bourin^ nations were fubdued by Nebuchadnel'ar 
(Jcr. XXV. 15---26,) But this event, though it 
may not be excluded^ does not by any means feem 
to come up to the terms pf this prophecy, to which 
>li nations are called upon tQ attend ; or to an 
^vent, t}^ defcrijption of which is lb terrible that 
B 3 many 
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many have underflood it of the lafl: judgment, to' 
which, in its ultimate fenfe, it may indeed be re-» 
ferred. In its primary fenfe, however, it may^ 
relate to the deftruftion of Bozrah, Babylon, or 
fome fuch great city belonging to the enemies of 
the people of God ; and in a fecondary, or more' 
remote fenfe, it has undoubtedly a view to events 
ftill future ; to fome mighty revolution that fhall 
take place in latter times, antecedent to that 
more perfeft ftate of the kingdom of God upon 
earth, of which the holy fcriptures give us fuch 
frequent intimations. — That the next chapter, 

XXXV* Forming the fecond part of the pro- 
phecy, and defcribing the flourifhing ftate of the 
church of God confequent to thofe judgments, is 
to be underftood of the gofpel- times, is plain 
from every part of it. — The 5th and 6th verfes 
had their literal accomplifhment in our Saviour 
(Matt. xi. 4, 5.) In a fecondary fenfe they may 
have a farther viqw, and run parallel to the 
former part of the prophecy, and, fo relate to the 
future advent of Chri ft, to the converfion of the 
'Jews, and their reftoration to their own land ; to 
the greater influence and extenfion of the Chrif- 
"tian faith ; events predifted in the holy fcrip- 
•tures as antecedent and preparatory to that 
period, — Much of the imagery of this chapter 
feems to allude to the Exodus from Egypt ; but it 
is greatly enlivened by the life, fentiments, and 
paflions afcribcd to inanimate objefts. All natui^ 

16 
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16 rcprcfentcd as rejoicing with the people of God 
in confequence of their deliverance, and adminif- 
tering, in an unufual manner, to their relief and 
comfort; in fo much that when the preceding 
part of the prophecy is underftood of the laft 
judgment, this part is underftood of the happinefs 
confequent to it in heaven. And in this fcnfc, 
which cannot be excluded, many of the words, 
may be illuftrated by expreflioas parallel to. thepi 
m the New Teftamcnt, 

XXXVI. Contains the hiftory of Sennache-» 
tib's invafion (compare 2 Kings xviii. — xx,) which 
makes the fubjeft of fo many of Ifaiah's prophe* 
cies, and is neceffary to introduce the predifiion 
in the next chapter, in anfwer to 

XXXVII. Hezekiah's prayer, which could not 
be well underftood wiithout it. The whole of this 
paftage (22 — 34,) is incomparably beautiful ^nd 
fublime ; at the fame time the tranfitions are eafy, 
and the meaning obvious. The clofe of the chap.^ 
ter (36 — 38) tells how the prophecy was fulfilled.- 

XXXVIII. The firft part of the chapter gives 
an account of Hezekiah's dangerous ficknefs, and 
miraculous recovery ; and the latter part {from ven 
10, to the end) is a tender and beautiful fong of 
thankfgiving, in which this pious king breathed 
out the fentiments of a grateful heart, when his 
4ife was, as it were, reftored. This ode may be 
adapted to Qthcr cafes, and will always afford

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profo tsA pleafure to thofc wlio are not Void of 
feeling and void of piety, 

XXXIX. The firft four vcrfcs of this chapter 
ttaj be compared with the fame account^ fOm«» 
what longer, in 2 Chron. xxxii. 25, 26, 30, 3»# , 
The other veffcs contain a very explicit- decla* 
ration of the captivity of the royal: family, and of 
tdie people, By the kings of BabyloA, 
. XL. From this to the end of the book i^ eno 
continued prophecy, or rather a fcri^s of prephe« 
cies, fo linked together that they cannot be fepa- 
yated without injuring the fenfe. This partof tho 
Frdphet \& by much the mod fublimC and elegant* 
The chief fubjed is the refloration of the Chusch, 
This is purfued >%ith the greateft regularity, con- 
taining their deliverance from captivity; the 
vanity and deilru^ion of idols ; the vindicatieil 
^f th* divine power and truth; the confolationi 
invitation, inHdelity, impiety, and reje£l;ion of the 
Jews ; the calling of the Gentiles ; the happinef^ 
of the righteous, and the finj^l deftruftion of the 
wicked,* As the fubjeft, however, of this very 
beautiful ferics of prophepies is chiefly of th« 
confolatory kind, they are very properly uihered 
in with a promifc of the reftoratipn pf the king- 
dpni, and the return from the cap^vi^y pf Baby< 
Ion, through the merciful inter pofitipn pf God, 
At the fame time, thi$ redemption from Babylpii

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k employed afs an image to ftadow out t tedemp* 
tioii of an infuxitely iiigker and more important 
Rature. Tfeelb two events the Prophet conned* 
iogethcfr, andi hajrdly ever trials of the lormer^ 
wifhMit throwing in fome intimations Of the laCfer. 
Kay, fometimes he is fo fullf pofiTeifed w^ith the 
gkn^iea of the remoter kingdom under Che MeHiah, 
that he feem^ almoil to lofe iight of the more izn* 
ncdi^e Dbje£l of his milTion. 

In this chapter the Prophet opens the fubrjeft 
*fkh great force and elegance ; declaring God*4 
command to his meiTengers (the Prophets) to corn^ 
jort his peopid in their captivity, and to impart tO 
Ihem the glad tidings, that the time of favour and 
4eUveralice was at hand (t^ 2.) Immediately a 
Junbinger is introduced, giving orders^ as ufual 
in the march of Eaftern monarchs^ to remove 
#very ohjeftion, and to prepare the way for their 
return to their own land (3—5.) The fame words, 
however in a fecondary fenfe, relate td the open* 
fng of the Mefliah*s kingdom by the preaching Of 
the gofpel (Matt. iii. 3, 4.} Accordingly, thii 
fubje^ coming once in view, is prin<:ipally at* 
tended to in the* fcqueU Of this the Prophet 
]gives lis fbiHcient notice, by introducing (6) a 
^voice commanding another proclamation, which 
calls off our attention from aXl temporary fading 
Ihings, to the fpiritual and eternal things of the 
gofpci (ice tVci. i. 24, 25) and to the chafa£ler 
|»f the great Ddiveier (6— tt.)'^'^^ ^^ remove 

every 
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every obftacle in the way of the prophecy, in 
cither fcnfe, or perhaps to give a further difplay 
€>f the charafter of the Redeemer, who is pro- 
bably, meant throughout this lofty defcriptioa as 
well as before it, he enlarges (12 — 27) on the 
powei;^^ and >vifdom.of God, as the Creator and 
Difpofer of all things ; and concludes (27 — 31) 
with a moft comfortable application of the whole, 
by fhewing that all this infinite power and un- 
fearchable Avifdom is unweariedly. and cvcrlaft- 
ingly engaged in ftrcngthening, comforting, and 
faving^hfs people. It is impoflible to read this 
dercription of God, the moft fublime that ever 
was penned, yrithout being ftruck with inex- 
prefTible reverence and felf-abafement. The con^ 
traft between the great Jehovah, and every 
thing reputed great in this world, how admirably 
imagined,. how exquifitcly finifhed ! What atoms 
and inanities arc they all before him, who fitteth 
on the circle of the immenfc heavens, and views 
the potentates of the earth in the light of grafs- 
hoppers (22,) '^ thofe poor infcfl:s that wandet 
over the barren heath for fuflenancc, fpend the 
day in infignificant chirpiwgs, . and take up their 
contemptible lodging at nvgiit on abladrfof grafsl" 
XLL The Prophet havirig intimated the de- 
liverance from Babylon, and the ftill greater re- 
demption couched under it, refumes the fubjeft^ 
foretels the fuccefs and conqueft of the deliverer 
that fhould releafe',th>em Crora captivity, ^nd the. 
. . inefFcdual 
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inefFe£lual attempts of the nations and their idols 
to impede his progrefs (i — 7.) He therefore en- 
courages the feed of Abraham not to fcar^ as God" 
"Would fubdue all their enemies under them (8—* 
16,) and fumifh every thing neceffary to refrc{h 
and comfort them in their paflage homewards,' 
through the dcfart (17 — 20.) — ^\Vhat an affcra- 
blage of apt and beautiful images to cxprcfs the 
tendernefs and care of God ! — ^The Prophet then 
takes occafion to celebrate the prefcience of God, 
from his knowledge of events fo diftant; and 
juftly challenges the idols of the heathens to give 
the like proof of their pretended divinity. But 
they are all vanity, and accurfed asthey that chufc 
them (21 — 29.) Jehovah only could declare tlic 
time, the place, the parentage and the name of 
this deliverer, faid in ver. 2, to come from the 
Eaft, and in ver. 25, to come from the North ; 
Cyrus's father being a Perfian, and his mother a 
Mede ; the one nation to the Eaft, the other to 
the North of Judea. — It muft however be ob- 
ferved that the Prophet, through the whole of the 
chapter, looks through Cyrus to Chrift, whom he 
typified, and to whom many of the circumftauces 
pf this prophecy will more fully, if not folely, 
apply. 

XLII. Here the Prophet drops the veil, and 
brings the Mcfliah into full view, without type or 
allegory. He fets forth the meeknefs of his cha- 
-Tifter,^ and the extent and bleilings of his king- 

doms 






yS- ISAIAH* Chsp* XLIII^ 

^SA, particularly among the Gentiles (1—9, corn* 
pare Matt« xii. 18.) In confequencc of this^ he 
calls on the whole creation to join in one fong o£ 
praifeto God (10— 1 a.) After which he feems 
^ain to glance at the deliverance from the cap- 
tivity (13 — 17,) although the words may full as 
well apply to the deliverance vouchfafed the 
Church ; to the overthrow of her moft powerful 
enemies ; and to the prevalency of true religion 
over idolatry and error. The Prophet then re* 
proves the blindnefs and infidelity of tjie Jews in 
feje£Ung the MeiTiah, and gives intimation of 
thofe judgments which their guilt would draw ot| 
them ( 1 8— 25. ) From this he paHes 

' XLIII. To the pleafmg profpeft: of thofe timet 
ef reconciliation and favour that fhould again 
fuccecd, when God Ihould gather them, with 
tender care, from their feveral difperfions in every 
quarter under heaven, and bring them fafely to 
their own land (1 — 7.) Struck with aftonilh- 
ment at fo clear a difplay of an event fo very dif- 
tant, the Prophet again challenges all the blinded 
nations and their idols to produce an inftance of 
fuch foreknowledge (8, 9 ;) and intimates that the 
Jews fiiQuld remain (as at this day) a fmgular 
monument to witnefs the truth of the predi^bion^ 
till it fhould at length be fulfilled by the irre- 
fiflible power of God (10—13.) He then returns 
to the nearer deliverance, that from the captivity 
of Babylon (14, 15;) with w^iic^j however, he 

immediately 
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immediately conne6ls another deliverance, dc- 
fcribed by allufions to that from Egypt (fee £xod, 
XIV.) but reprefented (18) as much more wonder- 
ful than that ; a chara6ber which will not apply ta 
the deliverance from Babylon, and muft there- 
fore be under flood of the reftoration from the ge- 
neral drfpcrfion (16— 1 8,) On this occafion the 
Prophet, with peculiar elegance, reprcfents the 
tender care of God in comforting and refrefhing 
his people, on their way through the defart, to be 
fo great, as to make even the wild beads haunting 
thofe parched places fo fenfible of the blefling of 
thofe copious ftreams then provided by Him, a« 
to join their hi (Ting and howling notes with one 
5Confent to praife him (19—21.) This loads to a 
-beautiful contrad of the ingratitude of the Jews, 
anda vindication of God's dealings with regard 
to them (22—28.) In a figurative Tcnfe this pro- 
•phecy may be underilood of the Redemption by 
Meffiah, the effe6ls of his gofpel among the 
Gentiles, and the infidelity and rejeftion of the 
Jews. 

XLIV. This chapter, befides promifes of re- 
demption, of the effufion of the Spirit, and fuc* 
cefs of the gofpel (1—5,) fets forth in a very 
fublime manner, the fupreme power and fore- 
knowledge of the One True God, and expofes the 
folly and abfurdity of idolatry with admirable 
force and elegance (6 — 20.) And to {hew that 
the knowledge of future events belonged only to 

Jehovah, 
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Jeliovali, whoiti all creation is again called to 
adore for the deliverance and reconciliation 
granted to his people (21 — 23,) the Prophet con^ 
eludes (24 — 28,) with mentioning the future de- 
liverer cxprefsly by his name CyruS, near 200 
years before he was born. See Ezra i. 1, 2, &c, 
r-This remarkable prophecy has juflly engaged 
the admiration of Heathens as well as of Chrif- 
tians. — The 27th verfe alludes to the expedient 
ufed by Cyrus for taking Babylon, by diverting 
the Euphrates from its channel : — A fublime paf- 
fage, giving at once a ftrong idea of the divine 
omnipotence, and an illuftrious ihftance of the 
divine foreknowledge, 

XLV. The prediftions of the Prophets became 
always the clearer in proportion as they ap- 
proached the event that was predifted, Ifaiah at 
length condefcends on the very circumftances and 
manner of the taking of Babylon by Cyrus. He 
had already alluded to the drying up of the Eu- 
phrates, and now he mentions the gates of brafs 
being opened before him, and that the treafures 
Jie {hould find would be immenfe (i-r-3.) Ac- 
cordingly the hiftorians of this event, (Herodotus 
and Xenophon,) with a mofl aftonifhing confor- 
mity to the prophecy, tell us, that Cyrus con- 
trived the flratagem of diverting tlie river Eu- 
phrates into a channel cut by the kings of 
Babylon to receive a part of its waters in times of 
an inundation, and of entering the city upon the 

night 
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night of an annual feftival, in tht cmj}ty channel, 
which ran in through the midft of it ; that after 
he and his army had got into the bed of the river, 
they might have been taken there as in a net, if 
the brazen gates, which led from the (lifeetfi to the 
river, had not on that night been providentially 
left open, by which means they got in f and then 
the gates of the palace were bpedcd'by the king's 
orders to enquire into the caufe of the tuihult.— 
So clearly are the moft contingent cifcumflancgs 
forefcen by God ! — The fame hiftorians tnention 
that the treafures which Cyrus foutid' thicre and 
in Sardes amounted to 126,224,0001. of otir money. 
-—That Cyrus might know to whom he was in- 
debted for this wonderful fuccefs, and on what 
account, the Prophet tells him (3 — -6^) "'and' then 
jefutes (7) the abfurd opinion of the 'ftrlians (of 
whom Cyrus was king) that there were two fu- 
preme beings, an evil and a ^ood one, reprc- 
fented by light and darkhef^, ] >^hich ire' declared 
to be only the operation of the One great God.— 
•From this the Prophet, in'his ufual way makes a 
tranfition (ver. 8) to the ftill greater work of God, 
difplayed in the difperilation of the gofpel. And 
then returning to his fubjeft, obviates cavils 
againft the providence of God, for. not preventing 
.the captivity, inftead of promifing deliverance 
from' it (9 — 12, compare Rom. ix. 20.) 'I'hfe foU 
•lowing verfes (13—25,) interfperfed with Tome 
ftriftures on the absurdity of idplatry, and fome

Xl.'Vl* "I^€rft two verfes of this chapter re^ 
•yrcfent^th^-idok-of Babylon as fo far from being 
. tfcle to 1><ear the burden of th^ir votaries, that they 
themf^Wes arc borne by beafts of burden into 
t»ptivity^ With which the Prophet beautifully 
contrafts in the next two verfes, «he tender care 
-of God in bearing his people from firfl to lafl in 
-his -awns, and delivering them from their diftrefs. 
^Its'then, with 'his ufual force and elegance, goes 
;On {5 — 7,) to fticWtthe folly of idolatry, and the 
•utter inability of idols; from which he paiTes 
•with great ^afe to the contemplation of the attri- 
butes and pcrfeftions of the true God (8~io i) 
particularly that prefcience which foretold events 
-fodiftant as the temporal deliverance by Cyrus 
(11,) and an eternal falvatipn by McITiah (,12, 13)) 
' — It is remarkable that Cyrus, compared in v«r. 1-1, 

to 
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to an £agtey is faid by Xenophon (Cyrop* vii. fub 
init.) to bavc an eagle for his enfign : ufmgj 
withoiil knowing it, the identical word of the 
Prophet, with, only a Greek termination to it* 
So exaft is the correfpondence betwixt the Prq- 
|)h6t and the hilloridn ; betwixt the predi6lion 
and the event. 

XLVII. The deftruaion of Babylon is dtf- 
nouhcdd by a beautiful feleflionbfcircumftances^ 
ill which her profperous is contrafted with her 
advcrfe condition. She is reprefented as a tender 
{ind delicate virgin, reduced to the work and 
abjeft condition of a flavc^ and bereaved of every 
tonfolatiori (i-^-Sj) and that on account of her 
cruelty, (particularly to God*s people,) her pride, 
voluptuoufnefs, forceries, and incantations (5— * 
I i.) The folly of thefe laft practices the Prophet 
fclegantly expofcs in the latter part of the cljaptci^ 
(12—15.) 

As the deliverance of the Jews was clofely con* 
hefted with the fall of Babylon, a chorus of therii 
breaks in (4,) in the very middle of the Prophet's 
denunciations, to praife God ; in a diftich of a 
different meafurc and conftruftion in the original, 
which adds to its fine efTefb, confidered in the 
light of poetry. 

XLVIII. The Jews are reproved in this chap- 
ter for their obftinate attachment to idols, not- 
withflanding their experience of the divine pro- 
vidence over them, and of the divine prefcience 
F which 
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which revealed by the Prophets the mod remark- 
able events that concerned them ; left they fhould 
have any pretext for afcribing the leaft of their 
•fuccefs to their idols, who are challenged below 
'(x4) to give the like proof of their knowledge of 
futurity (i — 8.) Yet God, after bringing them 
to the furnace for their pcrverfenefs, afferts his 
glorious fovereignty, and repeats his gracious 
promifes of deliverance and confolation ; from 
the benefits of which, however, the guilty and 
impenitent are, in the laft vcrfe, excluded. It is 
hardly neceffary to obferve that many pafTages in 
this chapter, and indeed the general ftrain of 
thefe prophecies, have a plain afpeft to fome 
farther reftoration of the Church in the latter 
times, when the fall of that myftical or fpiritual 
Babylon (Rev, xviii. 21,) of which the other was 
a type, fhall introduce, by fome great revolution, 
the mo ft glorious acra of the gofpel.— No perfon 
of taftc or fcnfibility can read this chapter, with- 
out admiring that tender, beautiful, and paffionatc 
exclamation (18, 19) put into the mouth of our 
heavenly Father, who afflifts his children only 
if need be, and who in all their affliftions is af- 
fli6lcd : " O that thou hadft obferved my com- 
mandments : then had thy profperity been like 
the river (Euphrates,) and thy bleffednefs as the 
floods of the fca ; and thy feed had been as the 
fand ; and the ilTue of thy bowels, like that pf the 
bowels thereof, (like the fifties of the fca in num- 
ber;) 
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ber ;) thy name fhould not have been cut off, nor 
deftVoyed from before me !" 

XLIX, In this chapter the Mefliah is introduced 
in pcrfon. declaring the full extent of his commif- 
lion, which is not only to be Saviour to the Jews, 
but alfo to the Gentiles. The power and cfEcacy 
of his word is reprefented by apt images ; the ill 
fuccefs of his miniftry among the Jews isinti« 
mated, and the great fuccefs of the gofpel among 
the Gentiles (1 — 12.) But the Prophet, cafting 
then his eye on the happy, though diftant period 
ef Ifracl's reftoration, makes a beautiful apof- 
trophc to the whole creation (13,) to fhout forth 
the praifes of God on the profpeft of this remark- 
able favour. The tender mercies of God to his 
people, with the profpcrity of his Church in ge- 
neral, and the overthrow of all its enemies, make 
the fubjcft of the remaining part of the chapter 
(14 — 26.) — Some of the images in this chapter are 
tender and pathetic in the higheft degree. A 
whole volume could not exprefs the love which 
God bears to his people, fo well as the affcfting 
image in the 15th verfe. It is the fame to the 
fainting foul, that a fpring of water is to the 
weary traveller in the parched defart, 

ii. This chapter vindicates God's dealings with 
his people, whofc alienation is owing to them- 
fclves{i;) and by allufioiis to the temporal de- 
liverances conne6led with the drying up of the 
Red-fca and the Euplirates, aflerts his power to 
F 2 fave 
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hw^ (t, 3 ;) namely, by the obedience and fuflrcr-t 
ings of Mefliah (4—6,) who was at length to prove 
^/ijEkorious over all his enemies (7 — 9.) The lafl 
two Ycrfes exhort to faith and truft in God, in. 
the mod difconfolate circumftances ; with a de- 
nunciation of vengeance on thofe who fhould 
truft to their own devices. 

. LI. The Prophet^ keeping the great Deliverer 
ftiU in view, exhorts the finlhfut among. the Jews^ 
like true children of Abraham, to truft and obey^ 
%ij^ I and briefly, but beautifully, defcribes ther 
happinefs that (hould follow (t, 3-.) Then, turn-* 
ing to the Gentiles, encourages them to expe£l m 
fhare in the fame falvation (4, 5 ;) the cverlafting 
duration of which is beautifully defcribed in ver, 
6th. And as it is cverlafting, fo is it fure to the 
righteous, notwithftanding all the machinations' 
of their enemies (7, 8.) — The faithful then, with 
e'jfultation and joy, lift their voices, rcminding^ 
God of his wondrous works of old, which cn-» 
courage them to look now for the like glorious ac- 
compliftiment of thefe promifcs (9-— 11.)—- v4zyaA^y 
axoake^ arm of the Lord ! ^c, A very fublime 
example of perfonification.— In anfwer. to this^ 
God is introduced comforting them under their 
trials, and telling them that the deliverer {htthat 
hajientth to Jet the captive free) was already on hil 
w^y to fave and to eftablifh them (12—16.) On 
this, the Prophet turns to Jerufalem to comfojt 
4nd congratulate her on fo joyful a profpcft, Sb^ 
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IS reprefentcd, by a bold image, as a perron lyin^ 
in the Greets, under the intoxicating efFe&s of the 
cup of the Divine wrath, deftitutc of every aHi fin- 
ance, and trodden under the feet of her enemies, 
till an avenging God takes pity on her (i7-^'23.) 
—Several circumftances, particularly the clofc of 
verfe 22d, fecm to indicate that thefe promifes 
relate, at lead in part, to fome great deliverance 
fiill future. 

LII. In allufion, perhaps, to the image in th6 
clofe of the preceding chapter, Jerufalem is reprc*- 
fented as fallen afleep in the duft, and in that 
iielplcfs ftate bound by her enemies. The Pro*, 
phet, with all the ardour natural to one who had 
fxjLch joyful news to communicate, bids her awake, 
arife, and put on her bed attire ; and then he de- 
livers the mefTage he had in charge (i — 6.) 
Awaking from her ilupefa&ion, Jerufalem fees 
the meifenger of fuch joyful tidings on the emi* 
nence from which he fpied the coming deliver* 
ance. She expreffcs, in beautiful terms, her joy 
at the news, repeating with peculiar elegance the 
words of the cryer (7,) The tidings immediately 
f pread to others on the watch, who all join in the 
glad acclamation (8,) and in the ardour of their 
joy, call to the very ruins of Jerufalem tQ ling 
along with them (9, 10.) The Prophet then, it,0 
complete the deliverance, bids them match, as it 
were, in triumph out of Babylon (11, 12.) — We 
jK^uQ, 9^w^yjs ^remember that the W4»rd« ef oyr 
F ^ Propjict 
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Prophet extend generally beyond the deliverance 
from Babylon, which is but. the t)^e of a greater 
redemption. That this chapter relates in the 
highcft fenfe to the Mefliah, fee Rom. x. 15. 

Thclaft three veVfes (13 — 15) are on the fame 
fubjeft with the next chapter, the perfon, offices, 
humiliation, and exaltation of Chrift, and the 
happy confequenccs. Here the Mefliah is intro- 
duced as appearing at firft in the lowed ftate of 
humiliation, and the Prophet obviates the offence 
that this appearance would give, by declaring the 
important and neceflary caufe of it, and foretelling 
the glory that would enfuc. 

Babylon, which hitherto was generally kept in 
light, is now dropped, and is hardly brought in 
view any more; the Prophet being altogether 
taken up with the higher part of his fubjeft, 
which he treats without wearing any longer even 
that tranfparent veil with which he was wont to 
cover it. 

LIII. This chapter foretels the fuffcrings of the 
Mefliah, the end of his death, and the advantages 
refulting to mankind from that illuilrious event. 
It begins with a complaint of the infidelity of the 
Jews (1,) the offence they took at his mean and 
humble appearance (2,) and the contempt with 
which they treated him (3.) He then fhews the 
Meffiah was to fuffer for fms not his own, but that 
our iniquities were laid on him, and the punifh« 
went pf them exafted of him, which was the me* 

ritorious 
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ntorious caufe of our obtaining pardon and fal- 
vation (4 — 6.) He fliews the meekncfs and placid 
fubmiflion with which he fuffered a violent and 
unjuft death, with the circumftances of his dying 
with the wicked, and being buried with the great 
(7 — 9j wi^^ Matt, xxvii. 38, 57, 60 ;) and that in 
confequence of his atonement, death, and inter- 
eeflion, he. Ihould procure pardon and falvation to 
Kiultitudes, enfure profperity to his Church, and 
triumph over all his foes (10 — 12.) — ^This chapter 
contains a beautiful fummary of the mo ft peculiar 
and diftinguifhing doftrincs of Chriftianity. 

LIV. Some fuppofe this chapter addreffed to 
the Gentiles, fome to the Jewiih church, and 
fome to the Chriftian, in its firft ftage. On com- 
paring the different parts of it, the moft probable 
opinion is, that it may, at leaft chiefly, refer to 
the future converfion of the Jews, and to the 
increafe and profperity of that nation, when re- 
conciled to God after their long rejcQ;ion ; when 
their glory and fecurity will far furpafs what they 
were formerly in their moft favoured ftate. This 
happy period of the Church, in which both Jew 
and Gentile will be joined, is dcfcribcd (11,12,) 
in almoft the fame terms which St. John ufes in 
fpeaking of the glory of the triumphant Church in 
heaven, Rev. xxi. 18, &c. — What glorious fruits 
of the travail of Mefliah's foul ! 

LV. This comfortable chapter firft difplays the 

fulncfs, freencfs, excellence, and cverlafting na- 

F 4 turc 
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turc of thc'blcflings of the gofpel, and foretels 
again the enlargement of Mefliah's kingdom. 
(fT-^5.) This view leads the Prophet to exhort, 
all to feize the precious opportunity of (haring 
i^ fuch blellings, which were not however to b^ 
c^pefted without repentance ^nd rcfoxmation . 
(6, 7.) And as the things now and formerly pre- 
difted, were fo great as almoft to exceed belief, 
the Prophet points to the omnipotence of God, 
who w^uld infallibly accomplifh his word, and 
bring about thofe glorious deliverances which he 
had promifed ; the happy efFeds of which ar© 
^gain fet forth by images beautiful and poetical 
in the firft degree (8^— i3.}.'r-A juft and lively 
pidure of the h;^ppy change produced on the 
world by the gofpel J 

LVI. Whoever would partake of the bleflings 
of the gofpel, is required to be holy in all man- 
ner of life and converfation. And he that will 
be fo, is declared to be accepted according to 
this gracious difpenfation, the bleflings of which 
^re large as the human race, without any refpefl 
to- perfons or to nations (ir--8, with Afts x, 

34^35.) 

^ At the 9th verfe begins a different fubjeft, or 
new fe^ion of pfophecy. It opens with calling 
pn the enemies of the Jews (the Chaldeans, or 
perhafps the Romans,) as beafts of prey againft, 
them^ for the fins pf their rulers, teachers, and 
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other profane people among tkem> whofe guili 
4rew down judgments on the nation. 

LVII. After mentioning the removal of riglv. 
teous.pcrfons (alluding perhaps to the death of 
Hezekiah or Jofiah) as an awful fymptom of the 
iipproach of judgments, fuch as were threatened 
^bove (1, 2,) the Prophet goes on to charge the 
nation in general with guilt ; particularly with. 
idoUtry, ^nd ^//iih courting the unprofitable al- 
liance of idolatrous kings (3 — 12, compare vcrft 
9, with 2 Kings xvi. 10, &c. and xxiii. 35—37.) 
In oppofuion to fuch poor confidence, the Pro* 
phct recommends tsuft in God, with whom the 
penitent and humble fhould find acceptance^ and 
£rom whom they fhould obtain^ not only a tem- 
poral deliverance, but alfo a fhare in thofe cxtcn-i 
five hleflings above proihifed to all nations (13-—. 
19 ^ from which the wicked and impenitent aro 
excluded, and their portion declared to be of the 

very oppohte kind (20, 21.) One element 

raging againfl another, and toiling up all its hlth 
— what a ftrong pifture of the violence of con- 
tending padions, flirring up the corruptions of a 
wicked and a, wretched foul ! 

LVIII. This elegant chapter contains a fevere 
reproof of the Jews on account of their vices, 
particularly their hypocrify in praftifmg and re- 
lying on outward ceremonies, fuch as failing and 
bodily humiliation, without true repentance (1 — ? 
|.) It tlien lays down a clear and comprehenfive 

fummary 
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fummary of the duties they owed to their fellow- 
creatures, and of the regard which they owed to 
the ordinances of God, efpecially to his fabbath. 
Large promifes of happinefs and profperity are 
likewife annexed to the performance of thefe 
duties, in a variety of the moft beautiful and 
ftriking images. Thus, every mean is kindly 
ufed to engage us. to our duty. Now we are 
allured by promifes ; anon we are terrified by 
threatenings. 

LIX, This chapter contains a more general re- 
proof of the wickednefs of the fame people ; of 
bloodfhed, violence, falfliood, injuftice (i — 8.) 
After this they arc introduced conf effing their 
fms,, and deploring the unhappy confequcnces of 
them (9 — 15.) On this aft of humiliation, God, 
ever ready to pardon the penitent, promifes that 
he will refcuc them ; that the Redeemer will 
come, mighty to fave ; that he will deliver his 
people, fubdue his enemies, convert both Jews 
and Gentiles, and eflablifh a new and evcrlafting 
covenant (16-^21.) This prophecy, remarkable 
for the force, elegance, and variety of its images, 
remains as yet, in a great meafure, unfulfilled. 
But, as a pledge of its accomplifhment, the Jews 
remain yet a diftinft people, though difperfed 
over all the world. 

LX. The glorious profpeft difplayed in this 
chapter feems to have elevated the Prophet even 
above his ufual majefty. The fubjeft is the great 

increafc 
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incrcafc and flourifhing ftate of the church of 
God by the acceflion of the Gentile world ; 
which is fct forth in fuch ample and exalted 
terms as plainly ftiew that the full completion of 
it is referved for future times, when the fulnefs of 
the nations (hall come in, when the Jews ftiall 
be converted, and both together become the king- 
<k)m of God and of his Chrift. This is the ge- 
neral fcope of the prophecy ; but the various, 
highly poetical, and exalted images by which it 
is defcribed, were never intended to be feparatcly 
or minutely, much lefs to be literally, explained. 

LXI. The fame fubjeft is continued ; and to 
give it the greater folemnity, the Mefliah is in- 
troduced defcribing his chara6ter and ofHcc, and 
confirming the large promifesmade before (i — 9.) 
In confequence of this, the Jcwifli Church is 
introduced (10) praifmg God for the honour done 
her, (by her reiloration to favour, and by the 
acccITion of the Gentiles) which is beautifully 
defcribed by allufions to the rich Pontifical drefs 
of the High-prieft. A happy fimilitude to ex- 
prefs the ornaments of a reilored nation and % 
renewed mind ! 

LXI I. The Prophet opens this chapter with 
ardent prayers that the happy period of rccon- 
ciliation juft now promifed, and here again fore- 
told, may be haftened (1 — ^5.) He then calls 
upon all the faithful, particularly the Priefts and 
J^cvitcs to join him, urging the promifes, and 

eveu 
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LXVI. This chapter treats of the fame fubjeft 
with the foregoing. God tells the Jews, who va- 
lued thcmfclvcs much on their temple and pomp- 
ous worfhip, that the Moil High dwellcth not in 
temples made with hands, and that no outward 
rites of worfhip can pleafc Him, who looketh at 
the heart, while the worfhippers are idolatrous 
and impure (i — ^3.) — This leads to a threatening 
of vengeance for their guilt ; alluding probably to 
their rcjefting of Chrift, their perfccution of his 
followers, and the confequent deftruftion by the 
Romans {4 — -6.) The incrcafc of the Church is 
to be fudden and aftonifhing ; which may be un- 
derftobd of the great fucccfs of the gofpel when 
firft preached, both in refpeft of Jews and Gen- 
tiles ; and efpecially of the future convcrfion of 
the Jews, and fulncfs of the Gentiles, who fhall 
gather from all quarters to Mefliah's ftandard. 
Then both Jew and Gentile, united in the new 
ceconomy, fhall fee every enemy of the true 
Church deftroycd; and behold the final perdition 
of unbelieving and ungodly men (7 — 24.) Here, 
after tracing the principal events of Time, this 
great Prophet feems at length to have terminated 
his views in Eternity, where all revolutions 
ceafe ; where the bleffednefs of the righteous fhall 
be unchangeable as the New Heavens, and the 
mifery of the wicked as the fire that fhall not be 
quenched. See Rev. xxi. 1, Markix. 44.

17 waters of his own ciflern : until I come and 
take you to a land like your own land ; a lan4 
of corn and of wine, a land of bread and of 

vineyards. 
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18 vineyards. Nor let Hezeklah ftiduce you, 
faying, Jehovah will deliver us. Have the 
gods of the nations delivered each his own 
land from the hand of the king of Aflyria ? 

19 Where arc the gods of Hamath, and of Ar- 
phad ? where are the gods of Sepharvaim ? 
have they delivered Samaria out of my hand? 

20 Who arc there among all the gods of thcfc 
lands, that have delivered their own lands out 
of my hand ; that Jehovah fhould deliver 

£1 out of my hand Jerufalem ? But the people 
held their peace, and anfwcred him not » 
word : for the king's command was, Anfwer 
him not. 

22 Then came Eliakim, the fon of Hilkiah, who 
was over the houfchold, and Shehna the fcribe, 
and Joah, the fon of Afaph, the recorder, to 
Hczekiah, with their cloaths rent ; and re- 
ported unto him the words of Rabfhakeh. 

CHAP. XXXVIL 

1 And when king Hezekiah heard it, he rent 
his cloaths, and covered himfelf with fack- 
cloth, and went into the houfe of JehoVi/%h. 

2 And he fcnt Eliakim, who was over the houfc- 
hold, and Shcbna the fcribe, .and the elders of 
the priefts, covered with fackcloth, to Ifaiab, 

3 the fon of Amots, the prophet. And they faid 
unto him ; Thus faith Hexekiah ; This day is a

birth, and there is not flrength to bring forth. 

4 O that Jehovah thy God would hear the 
words of Rabfhakeh, whom his lord the k ing 
of Aflyria hath fent to reproach the living 
God! and that he would refute the words, 
which Jehovah thy God hath heard f And 
do thou offer up thy prayer for the poor re- 

5 mains of the people. And tht fcrvants of 

6 king Hezekiah came to Ifaiah. And Ifaiah 
faid unto them: Thus (hall ye fay to your 
lord: Thus faith Jehovah : Be not afraid^ 
becaufe of the words which thou haft heard, 
with which the fcrvants of the king of Adyria 

y have blafphemed me. Behold. I will infufe a 
fpirit into him ; and he fhall hear a rumour, 
and return to his own land ; and I will 
caufe him to fall by the fword in his own 
land. 

8 But Rabfliakeh returned; and found the 
king of Aflyria befieging Libnah ; for he had 
heard, that he had decamped from Lachifh* 

9 And when Senacherib had received advice 
concerning Tirhakah king of Cufh, that he 
was advancing to give him battle ; he fent 

10 mcflcnger* again to Hezekiah, faying : Thus 
fhall ye fay to Hezekiah king of Judah : Let 
not thy God, in whom thou confideil, deceive 

thee ;

thee ; by affuring thee, that Jerufalem fliall 
not be given up into the hand of the king of 

11 Aflfyria, Thou haft certainly heard, M^hat the 
kings of Affyria have done to all lands, which 
they have utterly deftroyed : and fhalt thou be 

12 delivered? Have the gods of the nations de- 
livered thofe, which my fathers have de- 
ftroyed? Gozan, and Ilaran, and Retfeph j 
and the fons of Eden, which were in Thc- 

13 laffar ? Where is the king of Hamath, and 
the king of Arphad, and the king of the city 
of Sepharvaim, of Henah, and of Ivah? 

14 And Hezekiah received the letters from the 
hand of the meiTcngers, and read them : and 
he went up to the houfe of Jehovah; and 
Hezekiah fpread them before the prefence of 

15 Jehovah. And Hezekiah prayed before; 

16 Jehovah, faying: O Jehovah, God of 
Hofts, thou God of Ifrael, who art featcd on 
the Cherubim! Thou art the God, Thou 
alone, to all the kingdoms of the earth ; Thou 

17 haft made the heavens and the earth! In- 
cline, O Jehovah, thine ear, and hear; open, 
O Jehovah, thine eyes, and fee : yea hear all 
the words of Senacherib, which he hath fent 

18 to reproach the living God. In truth, O 
Jehovah, the kings of Affyria have deftroyed 
all the nations, and their lands ; and have caft 

] 9 their gods into the fire : for they were not 

gods, 
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gods, but the work of the hands of man, 
wood and (lone ; therefore they have de- 
so ftroycd them. And now, O Jehovam our 
God, fave us, we befeech thee, from his hand ; 
that all the kingdoms of the earth may know, 
that Thou Jehovah art the only God, 

21 Then Ifaiah the fon of Atnots fent unto 
Hezckiahy faying: Thus faith Jehovah the 
God of Ifrael : Thy prayer unto me, conceriw 
ing Senacherib king of Affyria, I have heard. 

22 This is the word, which Jehovah hath fpoken 
concerning him : 

THE virgin daughter of Sion hath defpifed 
thee, fhcT hath laughed thct to* fcorn i 
The daughter of Jerufalcfm hath fhaken her 
head behind thee. 

23 Whom haft thou reproached, and reviled; 

and againft whom haft thou exalted thy 
voice ? 
And haft lifted up thine eyes on high ? even 
againft the Holy One of Ifrael. 

24 By thy mcflengers haft thou reproached Je- 

hovah^ and faid: 
By the muhitude of my chariots have I af- 

ccndcd 
The highth of the mountains, the fides of 

Lebanon ; 
And I will cut down his tallcft cedars, Kis 

choiccft fir-trees ; And 
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And I will penetrate into his extreme retreats, 
his richeft forefls. 

25 I have digged, and I have drunk ftrange 

waters ; 
And I have dried up with the fole of my feet 
all the canals of fenced places. 

26 Haft thou not heard, of old, that I have dif- 

pofed it ? 
And, of antient times, that I have formed it ? 
Now have I brought it to pafs, that thou 

fhouldft be to lay wafte. 
Warlike nations, llrong-fenced cities. 

27 Therefore were their inhabitants of fmall 

ftrength ; they were difmayed and con- 
founded :' 

They were as the grafs of the field, and as the 
green herb ; 

The grafs of the houfe-top ; and as the corn 
blaftcd before it groweth up. 

28 But thy fitting down, and thy going out, and 

thy coming in, 
And thy rage againft me, I have known, 

29 Becaufe thy rage againft me, and thy info- 

lence, is come up into mine ears ; 
Therefore will I put my hook in thynofe, and 

my bridle in thy jaws ; 
And I will turn thee back by the way in 

which thou cameft. 

30 And this fhall be a fign unto thee : 

Eat this year that which groweth of itfelf ; 

O And 
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"*" And the fccoud year, that which fpringeth up 
of the fanic ; 
And in the third year fow ye, and reap • 
And plant vineyards, and cat the fruit thereof. 

31 And again fhall the efcaped, the remnant of 

the houfc of Judah, 
Strike root downward, and bear fruit upwards 
For from Jerufalcm (hall go forth the remnant; 
And the part efcaped from mount Sion : 
The zeal of Jehovah Godof Hofts fhall effe£k 

this. 

32 Therefore thus faith Jehovah concerning the 
king of Aflyria : ; 

He (hall not enter into this city ; 
Nor (hall he (hoot an arrow there ; 
Nor fhall he prcfent a fhield before it ; * 
Nor fhall he caft up a mound againfl it. 

33 By the way, in which he came, by the fame 

fhall he return ; 
And into this city fliall he not come ; faith» 
Jehovah, 

34 And I will protefl this city to deliver it ; 
For mine own fake, and for the fake o^ 

David my fervant. 

35 And the angel of Jehovah went forth, 
and fmotc in the camp of the Aflyrians an 
hundred and fourfcore and five thoufand men : 
and when the people arofe early in the morn- 

36 ing, behold they were all dead cprpfes. Then 

Senacherib 
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Senacherib king of Aflyria, decamped, and de- 
parted, and returned ; and dwelt at Nineveh. 
37 And as he was worftiipping in the temple of 
Nifroc his god, Adramelec and Sharetfer, his 
fons, fmotc him with the fword : and they 
efcaped into the land of Armenia ; and Efar- 
haddon his fon reigned in his {lead. 

CHAP. XXXVIIL 

1 AT that time Hezekiah was feifed with a 
mortal ficknefs : and Ifaiah the prophet, the 
fon of Amots, came unto him ; and faid unto 
him; Thus faith Jehovah : Give orders con- 
cerning the affairs of thy family: for thou 

2 muft die ; thou fhalt no longer live. Then 
Hezekiah turned his face to the wall ; and made 

3 his fupplication to Jehovah. And he faid: I 
bcfcech thcCj O Jehovah, remember now, 
how I have endeavoured to walk before thee 
in truth, and with a perfeft heart : and have 
done that which is good in thine eyes. And 

4 Hezekiah wept, and lamented grievoufly. Now 
[before Ifaiah was gone out into the middle 
court,] the word of Jehovah came unto him, 

5 faying : Go [back,] and fay unto Hezekiah : 
Thus faith Jehovah, the God of David thy 
father : 1 have heard thy fupplication ; I have 
fcen thy tears. Behold [I will heal thee ; and 
on the third day thou flialt go up into the houfc

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of Jehovah. And] I will add unto thy 

6 days fifteen years. And I Ivill deliver thee, 
and this city, from the hand of the king of 

22 Aflfyria: and I will protcft this city. And [Hc- 
zekiah faid : By what fign (hall I know^, that 
I fhall go up into the houfe of Jehovah? 

7 And Ifaiah faid :] This fhall be the fign unto 
thee. from Jehovah, that Jehovah will bring 
to cfFc6l this word, which he hath fpokcn. 

8 Behold, I bring back the fhadow of the de- 
grees, by which the fun is gone down on th« 
degrees of Ahaz, ten degrees backward. And 
the fun returned backward ten degrees, on 
the degrees by which it had gone down. And 

2J Ifaiah faid : Let them take a lump of figs : 
and they bruifcd them, and applied them to 
the boil ; and he recovered.
